The Church of Our Fattier was for thirty 
years the pustorute of Rev. G. W. ilosni r, 
who was pustor of CImnning church, New- 
ton, for six years und Dr. Ilorubrooko’s 
predecessor.

The Legend of Don Munio. 

The legend of Don Munio,(text from the 
Spanish Papers of Washington Irving, and 
music by Dudley Buck,) which is to be 
given on May 14th, by the Newton Choral 
Association, is a work of more than ordin 
ary interest, and a sketch of it cannot fail 
to interest the readers of the Graphic. 

In the cloisters of the Ancient Benedic- 
tine Convent of San Domingo, ut Silos, iu 
Custile, are the mouldering yet magnificent 
monuments of the once powerful und chiv- 
alrous family of Hinojosa. Among these, 
reclines the marble figure of a knight in 
complete armour, with the hands pressed 
together as if in prayer. On the sides of 
this sepulchre soulpturod figures and 
sceues, now nearly unintelligible except to 
the eye of the autiquary. The story con- 
nected with this tomb is interesting, and 
in brief, is as follows: 

Don Munio Sunoho de Hinojosa, was lord 
of a border castle in Castile and one of the 
zealous defenders of tbe Christian faith 
against the hordes of the Moors, that in- 
vested the southern portion of Spain. 

When not engaged in warfare, his de- 
light was to beut up the neighboring for- 
ests, and many were the days that he 
speut in the pursuit of game. 

His wife Donna Maria Palacin, was of 
gentle and timid nature, and many tears did 
the poor lady shed, when lie sallied forth 
upon his dariug enterprises. 

One day as he was hunting, a cavalcade 
of Moors oume out across the forest luwn, 
led by a magnificently dressed young cava- 
lier; and by his side rode a young damsel 
whose veil blown aside by the breeze, 
displayed a fuce of surpassing beauty. 

Don Munio, gathering bis huntsmun to- 
gether, surrouuded the Moors, and made 
them captives. 

When told the name of his captor, the 
Moore upprouched Don Munio, und, salut- 
ing him, suid. "Don Munio Sunoho, 1 
have heard of your fume as u true and 
vulitmt knight, terrible in arms, but 
schooled in tiie noble virtues of chivalry. 
Such do 1 trust to find you lu me you be- 
hold Abudil, son of a Moorish Alcuyde. I 
uni on my wuy to celebrute my nuptiuls 
with this ludy, chutice lias thrown us in 
your power, but I coufile iu your magnami- 
ty. 'l ake all our treusure und jewels, tie- 
maud what rams m you think proper for 
our persons, but suffer us uot to be insult- 
ed and dishonored ” 

T he good knight was touched at this up- 

E eul, uud told them thut they should celo- 
rate their espouauls in his castle us his 
guests. 

On their urrivul a royal greeting awaited 
them, und for fifteen days the bridal couple 
were entertained in a most magnificent 
manner, and were then escorted to the bor- 
der, louded down with precious gifts. 

Several years after, the King of Castile 
again sounded the cull for war, and Don 
Munio was among the lirst to obey with 
his seventy tried and true warriors. 

Notwithstanding li is wife’s entreaties, 
lie went, hut vowed to tier that tills would 
b i the lust, uud when finished lie uud his 
seventy, would goon a pilgrimage to tiie 
sepulchre of our Lord ut Jurusulom. 

A great battle wus fought on the plains 
ol Bulmuuru, near to I’oles, where Don 
Munio fell w ith iiis entire company defend- 
ing liis king against the onslaught of the 
Moors. He fell sluiu by the bund of tiie 
Moorish knight whom he befrleuded u few 
years ago. 

After the battle they took his body home, 
where witli great solemities im wus luid 
aw ay to rest. The tale does not end here, 
forulterwards^u messenger came from Jeru 
sulem, stutiug thut on a certain duy, the 
day Don Munio was sluin, tiie spirits of 
him and his brave followers were seen in 
tiie lloly Sepulcher. Such wus Castilian 
faith iu tiie olden time, which kept its 
w ord even beyond tiie grave. 

"Through Thee their combats ended 
Through Thee fulfilled their vow 
T heir honor, safe defended 
Iscrownpd with victory now.” 

Tiie solo parts iu this legeud will be 
taken by tiie following well kuowu artists: 
Mrs. Jennie Patrick Walker, soprano ;Miss 
Pauline Woltmau, contralto; Mr. Cluruuce 
It. .Shirley, tenor; Mr. Arthur Beresford, 
buss. The chorus consists of eighty live 
voices, coming from Newton and the neigh- 
boring towns. Mr. Everett E. Truetle is 
t tie conductor of tiie chorus, uud Miss 
Laura Henry the pianist.

In the tirst place, it is a pity that so good 
and highly honorable guineas whist should 
he the medium or excuse for these more 
tliun questionable proceedings -prize games 
with paid admissions. But it Is no doubt 
selected because of Its very respectability. 

In und of itself It Is au ugreeable amuse- 
ment, furnishing opportunities for the 
exercise of skiU-notin gambling chances 
— hut in reading the hands aud using one's 
oards to the best advantage. It is u pleas 
ant means of urruuging u social function, 
wherein each person has a brief interview 
or meeting witli every other person. When 
the ohjeet of the meeting, is a genuine and 
proper clmi itable purpose and the prizes 
are of small* value and the players come 
priuoipully to contribute to the charity, 
little fault can be found with the method. 

But, when, us is too often the case, there is 
no charitable object iu view, and the main 
inducement is the hope of winning some- 
thing of value, tile whole business is 
thoroughly objeotionable. It is no better 
than it would oe to pay 50 cents for a lot- 
tery ticket. The whist is practically used 
to give tho uffuir un uir of respectability 
which does not propealy belong it. This 
does not show that whist is objectionable, 
only that this ubu.se of it is. 

The estimate of 3 huo whist players in 
Wultlmin is probably given as a joke 
Thirty-eight would he more nearly correct 
if it were intended to include only those 
who really know how to pluy the game.

Death of Chester H. Graves. 

Chester Hatch Graves, for more than 
half a century a well known Newton resi- 
dent and a prominent distiller of Boston, 
died Monday afternoon at his residence on 
Ilovey street after a week’s illness, aged 
83 years. Death was due to heart failure 
superinduced by peritonitis. 

Mr. Graves was born In Suuderlun ' , 
Frunklin county. Mass , June 5, 1818. He 
was the son of a farmer aud the youngest 
of seven children. 

Mr. Graves left Sunderland to oime to 
Boston in 1844. He entered the employ of 
8 eth W. Fowle, manufacturer of patent 
medicines, and soon was advanced to the 
position of bookkeeper. After live years 
service there he became bookkuoper for 
John T. Heard. The latter’s distillery 
was located on Churdon street, Boston, 
known at that time as Distillhouse Sq. 

In 1801 Mr. Heard retired and wus suc- 
ceeded by Mr. G raves. About 30 years 
ago Mr. Gruves suffered a painful carriage 
accident and since that time many of his 
busiuess duties huve been iu charge of his 
sons. 

Fifty-three years ago Mr. Graves moved 
with his family to Newton. He was never 
iu public life hut hud a deep interest in 
Newton whioh was but sparsely settled 
upon his coming here. Mr. Graves attend- 
ed the Channing church of which he was 
u staunch supporter. 

His wife’s death occurred in May 1891. 
The surviving members of the family are 
two sons, Mr. Edward C. Graves ami Mr 
George A. Graves, aud a daughter, i r . 
William II. Emerson. 

Funeiul services were held at 3 Wednes- 
day afternoon at the family residence, Rev. 
Dr. llorulmoke officiuttu und there was 
singing by the Albion quarttt.

THE BOROFSKI BILL. 


The public lias been more or less agitat- 
ed recently over the passage by the lower 
branch of the Legislature of a bill designed 
to allow the Jews to keep open store on 
Sundays. 

From long experience with legislative 
bodies we conclude tlmt tin* reasons which 
governed the large majority in favor of the 
bill must be at least theoretically Sound. 
We arc informed tlmt the amendment 
drawn by Representative Dana, limiting 
the trade on Suuday to persons of the 
Jewish faith, was the determining factor in 
securing a favorable vote. 

The only justifiable cristicism therefor 
seems limited to the practical effect of this 
amendment, in case the Hill becomes a law. 
In this connection the observations of Mrs. 
Simkliovitch, as given in the Graphic of 
last week upon the tendency towards lack 
of religion in the descendants of Jewish 
immigrants, has considerable weight. 

This is the danger then to he feared in 
letting down the bnrs of prohibition of 
Sunday trading. The irreligious Jew, so 
to speak, will endeavor to over reach his 
more upright countrymen and neighboring 
Christians. The latter will soon fall into 
similnr methods, and will prove to he the 
beginning of what will eventually become 
a “Chicago” Sunday. 


VOTING MACHINES. 


In answer to the request of tin* Legisla- 
tors the Supreme Court has sent in its 
opinion of the legality of the use of voting 
machines nt our state elections. Three 
judges, including Chief Justice Holmes, 
are agreed that such use is legal, three are 
opposed and Judge Loring gives a quali- 
fied consent. Judge Loring will favor 
their use provided the recording of the 
vote cast can be supervised by the voter, 
and the adding up of the votes is under 
the direction of the election officers. 

Under the present system the voter can- 
not see that his vote is recorded and we 
fail to see the necessity for such action 
when done by machinery. 

We hope that the General Court will 
authorize their use. Every argument is 
in favor of their adoption, and the farce 
of a recount is wholly prevented. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


An effort is to he made liy the School 
Committee and the Educational Associa- 
tion to obtain an appropriation from the 
city government, to allow the Health Dept, 
to make a daily inspection of schools. 

While admitting the possible value of 
such inspection, we do not believe that 
the conditions of home life of school chil- 
dren iu the Garden City of Newton at the 
present time, will justify the aldermen in 
adopting the expensive methods of large 
metropolitan cities like Boston and New 
York.

Boston, May 1. 

Today the general court begins the 5th 
month of its session, wliioh should certain- 
ly be the last full month of its proceedings, 
though they will naturally run over a fort- 
night or so into June. 

Every day brings interesting incidents 
to the front in the discussion of legislative 
matters. On Monday the committee on 
ways and means of the House met to give 
a hearing on the Hopkititon proposition 
that the town be given an annual payment 
to compensate it for the loss of taxation 
through the taking of Its wnfer power in 
the construction of the Sudbury river sys- 
tem now a part of the metropolitan water 
supply system, but the matter went over to 
today. 

It will bo recalled that this matter was 
fought nearly to its engrossment stage by 
Senator Ray of Ashland, who represented 
the Newton district, last year. As lias been 
elsewhere said, it seems unfortunate that 
corporation counsel Andrew J. Bailey of 
Boston should ever have invented tho 
term “consequential damages.” They are 
being claimed by Sterling, by Clinton, by 
Boylston, and West Boylston, and by Ilop- 
kinton. They have already been awarded 
to the town of Ashland, which for ull 
time seems likely to receive an annual sum 
from the metropolitan water district to 
compensate for loss of taxable property 
through the construction of the system. 

Tlie committee to divide the Common- 
wealth into Congressional districts was 
unpointed on Friday of last week. Mr. 
Dean of Brookline represents the 11th dis 
triot. The committee to sit during the re- 
cess and revise the pub!io statutes wus also 
appointed on Friday. Mr. Dana is a mem- 
ber of this committee by virtue of his 
membership on the judiciary, and Senator 
Nutt win added beouuse of his legal attain- 
ments. The membership of 41 in the com- 
mittee is all composed of lawyers with two 
exceptions, Representatives Dowse of 
Malden and Luce of Somerville. Both of 
these gentlemen are newspaper men with 
excellent editorial experience. 

As it now appears, the committee on 
metropolitan affairs, sitting jointly with 
harbors and public lauds, will favorubly re- 
port the resolve for un investigation into 
the feasibility of a Charles River dam by a 
special committee. While the members of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce do not 
change their opinion that it is unwise to 
proceed iu this matter until after the 
national government has made its appro- 
priation for the 35-foot ohuunel in Boston 
Harbor, the friends of the measure are 
willing to so amend it that nothing shall be 
done until that appropriation has been se- 
cured. As Cambridge Is orazy for the dam 
and us tlie appointment of an Investigating 
commission is only the first step, the Bos- 
ton business interests seem disposed to 
withdraw opposition if the measure is 
carefully guarded. 

The members of the railroad commission, 
Messrs. Jackson of Fall River, Bishop of 
Newton and White of Melrose have felt it 
necessary at tlie suggestion of the governor 
to state plainly their views of the general 
question of permitting street railway com 
punies to carry freight and merchandise. 
A general luw to apply to all companies 
has been suggested during the session, 
while a number of special bills have been 
comiug in, und the opinion of the members 
was sought by the governor ou one of the 
latter measures. The views of Mr. Bishop 
and his associates are that while iu 
scattered communities without steam rail- 
road facilities the right granted to electrio 
roads to carry freight is a boon which 
ought not to be denied; the members 
of the board do not feel that the time is 
ripe for the inauguration of any general 
system of this character. It would inter- 
fere with local express companies, to say 
nothing of the ellect upon railroad com- 
panies. The members added that their 
judgment is that many projectors of electric 
roads come to the general court and secure 
the right to carry freight aud merchandise 
with uo definite idea of what they will do 
with it after it is seoured. 

Mr, Bullard and his associates on the 
railroad oommittee have reported upon 
nearly everything pending before them. 
A few days ago they reported a bill that 
the commissioners ou the abolition of the 
Haverhill grude crossing may report 
changes in plans filed by the oiiy so us to 
rui.se the railroad bridge aoross the Merri- 
mao if in their judgment it is necessury, or 
to move it up or down the streum within a 
distance of 200 feet. It also reported a bill 
to umeud the eburter of the Union Freight 
Railroad Company, which connects tlie 
roads on the southern side with those on 
tlie northern side of Boston through the 
streets. The Pill provides that the freight 
curs shall not run along Atlantic Avenue. 
Gomtnerolal and Cuuseway streets during 
the daylight hours, i oiupulsory five hun- 
dred mile mileuge books lias also been u 
question which has bothered tlie commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Dana and his associates on tlie judi- 
ciary committee feel disposed to take 
plenty of time before reporting on Mr. J. 
Riuburd Carter’s petition as to the revision 
of the uuti-stouk watering laws, us well us 
tlie Currier bill for a special committee to 
revise these laws. The matter came to 
them late iu the session und they therefore 
are privileged to report upon them uuy 
time they choose before prorogation day. 
It is too serious u mutter to uct upon hasti- 
ly. 

A rattier curious bill before Mr. Dana’s 
committee, which has been ridiculously 
misinterpreted in the newspapers, is one 
which provides that like penalties bo in- 
dicted for endangering travel on street rail- 
ways to those which now apply for tlie 
suuie acts in connection w ith steam roads. 
While 20 yeas’ imprisonment may helm, 
posed upon a man who puts u rock or a 
stick of wood in front of u ruilroud train so 
us to deruil it, ut tile present time like uc- 
tion iu connection with uu electric car can 
go practically uiipiiuislied, us the only 
punishment that cau be indicted is thut for 
malicious mischief, which means u slight 
imprisonment us if for any misdemeanor 
und u line of not more than $100. The bill 
pending provides thut tluee times the 
actuul damage muy be collected iu udditiou 
to the imprisonment or tlie heavy liue o m- 
templuteu. 

The committee on election luws reported 
this week u bill to provide for the nomiiiu 
tioii of senators in Suffolk county by direut 
vote. Tins will interest ex Representative 
L ingford, as tlie hill was iu part founded 
upon Ins own bill looking to u general law 
of this character. Mann.

Glacial Groovings. 

More than twenty years ago there was 
discovered, in the City of Newton, Mass., 
on an outoropping ledge, loug striated 
lines, parallel scratches and grooves and in 
some places chiselings four or five and in 
certain looatlons twelve inches in depth. 

This outoroppiug ledge is on the south 
side, aud about half a mile distant from 
Charles river, and is the crown of a hill of 
very moderate elevation presenting a mod- 
erately steep escarpment us seeu from the 
river, with a gradual decline southward, 
extending an eighth of a mile awtiy to the 
foot of a higher elevatiou bearing the his- 
toric name of Mount Ida, a typical ground 
moraine, or as designated by l’rof. Hitch- 
oook, a lenticular hill. Upon uncovering 
the ledge of the earth-accumulation, to a 
larger extent, the scratches, grooves and 
chiselings were brought more clearly iuto 
view, and were found to extent from a 
foot to more than seventy five feet in length. 

This low hill is composed of slate, slate- 
coug omerate, a slate breccid and trap. It D 
evidently a fractured, uplifted fold of Cam- 
brian slate? the Charles river valley lying 
between it and the range of hills to the 
north. A large part of the most Interest 
ine sections of this ledge have been re- 
moved for strei t construction. But before- 
this was doue, it was pronounced by geolo- 
gists one of the finest illustrations of gla- 
cial erosion with scratches aud groovings 
in New England. 

One of the most interesting facts in con- 
nection with this ledge remains to be told. 
In one section where the chiseling was 
most clearly observed, the slute wus seen 
to be a slute- breccia, a slate filled with frug- 
meuts of an older und lighter slate, from 
tlie merest spot or scarcely perceptable 
line to huge fragments five or six ami even 
teu feet long, scarcely one of wnieh bud 
rounded edges. 

The inclosed and lig bter slute doubtless 
wus formed from silt luid down on the 
ocean-lloor millions of years before tho 
muter ial constituting the other was eioded 
and worn away fro n upbeuved strata, and 
during one of nutures ever occurring un- 
easy movements, a fold of tlie reeky crust 
was uplifted und this old slate broken into 
fragments and left on tlie oceun-tloor. 
Then during the subsequent uges a new de- 
posit of silt cemented tlie.se fragments to- 
gether and through beat from Delow und 
pressure above all wus baked und pressed 
iuto solid rock. After uges rolled uwuy 
this fold emerged above the water und be 
ciime u prominent feature iu tlie landscape. 
When this upheaval took place the solid 
rock was fisbured in many places und these 
seams were filled with lused or semiplustiu 
material forming dykes or traps. The 
elfects of the beat on both sides of these 
seums is still pluinly apparent. 

Tlie huge planing machine, the glacier, 
as it moved slowly along, across, sand 
papered the older ami tlie newer alike, 
scratching, grooving aud chiseling uwuy 
und in some places polishing the surface to 
u wonderful smoothness. 

Gluuiul Moraines aud glaciated material 
abound iu tins vicinity und the ( buries 
river terraues are readily recognized on 
both sides of tlie valley. This whole legion 
is underluld or lias outcropping slate, con 
glomerate (pudding-stone) aud umygduloid 
ledges. And tills glaciated ridge is the re- 
mains of a fold of slate lormuliy occupying 
u broader urea and greater height. T here 
ure several locutions iu Newton where tlie 
grooves und scratches on ledges are very 
clearly marked, all of which are iu the 
same direction, from west to north to east 
of south. But tlie ledge to which reler 
euue lias been made is by far tlie liutAt of 
them ull. .Some of these groovings were as 
clearly and cleanly cut us il done by baud, 
aud were iu u wonderfully well preserved 
oouditiou. 

Nearly the entire top of tills ledge was 
covered with glueiated material from a few 
inches to several ieet iu depth, und from 
this cause doubtless the excellent slute of 
preservation is to be attributed. 

Through tho efforts of the Newton 
Natural History Society these evidences of 
glacial action were brought prominently be- 
fore tlie scientific men of New Kngluud. 
Aud before they were removed the spot 
wus yearly visited by thousands of persons.

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WIDE GIFTS, 

Miss Shannon's Will to 
Benefit Many. 

Total of $126,000 and Much 
Of it For Newton. 


Nearly ono-nfth of the estate valued at 
$600,000 left by Miss Mary Shannon of 
Newton at her death last month, was be- 
queathed to charitable and educational 
institutions In Massachusetts and in the 
south. The will has just been tiled at the 
office of the registrar of probate for 
Middlesex at East Cambridge, and is dated 
Mar oh 27, 1899. 

After making provision for the grenter 
part of her fortune to individuals. Miss 
Shannon sets forth the bequests which are 
public in nature. Ten thousand dollars is 
bequeathed to the Newton hospital for a 
permanent bed fund to be known as tho 
Mary Shannou fund; the income of this 
fund is to be used for free beds in the 
children’s ward, so far as practicable and 
desirable, and any balance of the Income 
is to be used for the general purposes of 
the hospital. 

The will gives $ 10,000 to the Rebecca 
Tommy Newton home tor orpltuu girls tor 
a permanent fund, to be known as the 
Oliver N., Mary C. and Mary Shannon 
fund, the income from which shall be ex- 
pended to promote the interests of the 
home. The will bequeaths $10,000 to the 
Newton home for aged people, the income 
only to be used. The tree library of New- 
ton receives $5,000, the Newton fireman’s 
relief association S5.000. and the Newton 
police relief fund uud Newton associated 
charities $8,000 each. 

The sum of $10,000 is bequeathed to the 
New Euglaud hospital for women uud 
children at Boston Highlands, the income 
only to be used for free beds, and a like 
sum to the Massachusetts thomeopathic 
hospital. Wellesley college is beuetited to 
the extent of $15,000, to be expended on 
free scholarships. The will provides fora 
bequest of $10,000 to the Hampton normal 
school of Hampton, Va., uud $5,00o each 
to the Tuskegee normal school, for free 
scholarships; the Klttrell normal industrial 
school for negroes, to be invested by the 
trustees of the school; Atlanta university 
for its endowment tuud, and Mallalieu 
seminary (or the poor whites of the south 
at Kiusey, Ala. The free library at liar 
Harbor, Me. receives $1,000 and the Vil- 
lage improvement association of Bar 
Harbor receives some real estate. 

To each of the following corporations 
are bequeathed sums of $ 2 , 000 : the Massa- 
chusetts society for the prevention of 
cruelty to children, the Massachusetts 
society for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals, the Women’s educational and in- 
dustrial union, the New England moral 
reform society, the Moral Education asso- 
ciation, the New England women suffrage 
association and the American purity alli- 
ance assooiatiou of New York city. 

The executors are Francis Murdock, 
Francis A. Hewson and Edward II. Mason, 
all of Newton. Additional executors, who 
are to establish trusts, are Hon. William 
F. Ellison, Frank A. Day, Wiu field S. 
Slocum and William F. Bacon of Newton, 
and Frank M. Forbush of Natick, to serve 
alternately in the order named The docu- 
ment was witnessed by B. Franklin Bacon, 
Charles F. Bacon and Edward L Bacon. 
An inventory filed with the will shows the 
existence of $400,000 in personal aud $200,- 
000 iu real estate. 

The total bequests amount to $120,000.

tion as regards her lmll und rigging as she was 
when in active service, provided that before 
beginning on such work a stiilicient sum of 
money to complete s cli work shall he raised 
tnrough tho agency of the Mans. State Society 
United Slate-. Daughters of 1812 and pi iced 
at his disponal for tWc purpose. 

Cussed and approved l;v President McKinley, 
Feb. 14, 1900.

Daughters of 
the Revolution it was Resolved : -That 
the society of Daughters of the Revolution 
Co nin m wealth of Mass cordially indorses 
the movement to rebuild tiie United States 
frigate Constitution und thut it is desirable 
that individual membbis of the society 
shall assist by all means iu their power iii 
this great patriotic work.

f iied by Mr. F. W. Dorr, as a grain and hay 
oft. Mr. Dorr sustained the heaviest loss. 
The Taffe tenement was considerably 
burned, though all valuables were removed 
in safety. Mrs. Talle suffered a painful in- 
jury and Mr. Taffe had his eyebrows und 
mustache singed. 

The firemen did excellent work and con- 
fined the blaze to the forward part of the 
building. The loss is estimated ut $1000 on 
the building and $1000 on the contents.

An old Landmark Gone. 

The double tenement house on Elliot 
street at the heud of Oak street in the 
Upper Falls whioh has been pulled down 
this week to make room for a brick busi- 
ness and tenement block, was built be- 
tween the yeurs 1760 & 1770 by Mr. Thomas 
Barker, a mill owner iu the village, aud 
was occupied by Mr. Enoch Davenport, 
who murried Mr. Barker ’s daughter, Tris- 
cilla, about the year 1768 or 69. llis son, 
Joseph Davenport, boru August 18, 1773, 
wus the next occupant and lived there un- 
til be built him u cottage house on West 
side of Chestnut street nearly opposite the 
Methodist meeting house, after his house 
was burnt July 25, 1843, be removed to 
Cambridge. 

Mr. Charles Davenport of the firm of 
Davenport A Bridges, the celebrated rail- 
way ear builders of Cambrldgeport, wus a 
son of Joseph Davenport, uud born iu the 
old house May 25, 1812 lie is still living, 
enjoying good lieulth uud makes his home 
with sons iu Watertown. When my futher 
puchused his h'nuestead lot, now belonging 
to the “Stone Institute” iu 1826, the old 
Barker, Davenport house wus included iu 
the purchase, .and bus binee remained iu 
the rettee family. 

The small tenement house standing next 
to the Barker building was built by the 
lute Otis Tettee for u grocery and dry 
goods store iu 1835. It was made over into 
a tenement house iu 1841. Oris Tic run..

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, May 6th, 1901 . 

No better evidence of executive ability 
can be shown than the smooth working of 
a great business establishment during the 
absence of its executive head. The govern- 
ment of the United States is one of the 
greatest, if not the greatest business estab- 
lishments on earth, and although Tresident 
McKinley, its executive head, and five of 
his chief assistants are on the other side of 
the continent, the business of the govern- 
ment iu Washington is running us smooth- 
ly as a well regulated clock. 

The Tost Office Department is after some 
of the alleged oil companies, which ure 
Hooding the mails with alluringly worded 
cireulur letters, promising all sorts of ex- 
travagant profits ou money invested in the 
stock of those alleged companies. To find 
the evidence to warrant issuing a fraud 
order against this cluss of schemes is dilli. 
cult and slow, but the postal iuspectors are 
old bauds at that sort of work and expect 
to succeed. Meanwhile, those who have 
mouey to invest would better be very care- 
ful about how they put it into oil schemas 
conducted by meu who ure sti augers to 
them. 

A scheme that is being advertised in tills 
country is thus exposed iu a report to the 
Department of State, from L. W. Osborne, 
U. S. Consul General at Apia, Samoa: “I 
have, from time to time made investigations 
and if there ure any minerals, either gold, 
silver, mica, nickel, zinc, tin or uny other, 
iu these islands, 1 tiave been unable to find 
them or to find any person who 1ms uny 
knowledge of the fact. If there is uuy 
•Gold Mining Company, of Apia,’ (as re- 
ported iu U. S. papers), the records (lo not 
disclose the fact, uud the officials have no 
information ou tiie subject. No steamers, 
schooners, or other vessels are engaged in 
transporting sund or ores to Sydney or to 
San Lraucisco, or elsewhere; no such per- 
sons us those named us constituting tiie 
‘gold mining company,’ are known here, 
and, in my judgment, a tremendous swindle 
is beiug perpetrated, and the public ought 
to know tiie facts.’ ” 

Surgeon J. F. Jones, who bus just re- 
turned from the Thilippiues, brought a 
young Filipino— son of tiie Governor of 
Bohol, under the Spanish regime— about 
twenty years old with him, for the purpose 
ot arranging to have him thoroughly edu- 
cated iu English. Dr. Jones thought some 
arrangement could be made with tiie War 
Department to puy the educational ex- 
penses of this young mun out of the Philip- 
pine revenues, but after considering the 
matter iu ull its bearings, it wus considered 
best not to establisii such u precedent, und 
Dr. Jones will privately arrange for tiie 
young man’s instruction in Eiigiish. lie is 
a good Spanish scholar. 

When a muu goes into a thing himself, 
his advice to others to do so carries addi- 
tional weigut. Mr. A. T. Goehr, recently 
mustered out of the army, after consider- 
able service us uu officer in the Thilippiues, 
is uow in Wusliiugtou, ou his way back to 
the islands, of which lie said : “1 became 

convinced that there are excellent opportu- 
nities in tiie Thilippiues for young men. I- 
istoull intents and purposes u new count 
try, and will be developed rapidly by the 
Americans in the next lew years. Several 
ban Francisco corporations have been 
organized to operate in tiie islands, aud 1 
have offers from certain of those corpora- 
tions, one of which 1 have accepted. I 
must he hack iu tiie Thilippiues by July 31, 
The copper and gold mines iu the isluuds 
offer excellent opportunities for Americans 
und American cupitul. Tiie large reserves 
of timber likewise present a very attrac- 
tive held for American enterprise. ’ 

The War Department hopes lo he able to 
submit plans lor legislation to Congress, at 
the next session, tbat will result in closer 
relations between the National (iuurd of 
the states and tiie general government, and 
iu more cleurly deliuiug the status of the 
National Guard. At present the slatusof the 
Nutioual (iuurd is such that when u young 
muu enlists therein, lie cun have no clear 
uuderaiuudlug of whut Ids duties or re- 
sponsibilities toward the National govern- 
ment ure, who cun order him out iu time of 
war or where lie muy he ordered, it is by 
no means au eusy problem, but the depart- 
ment hones, with the co-operation of the 
officers of the National (iuurd, to reach u 
solution that will be satisfactory enough to 
be approved by CougreHH. It is desired 
that the National Guard shull be uu auxili- 
ary of the regular army, which can at once 
be put in Hie held when there is necessity 
therefor, without the delays which* oc- 
curred at the beginning ol the war with 
Spuiu.

At the regular meeting of the aldermen 
last Monday evening, e»ery member was 
present but President Daily. Vice-presi- 
dent Weeks being In the olmir. 

A hearing was first held upon the con- 
struction of a concrete sidewalk on Itipley 
street under the betterment law. No one 
appeared and the hearing was cloned. 

The mayor transmitted a communication 
from Chief of Fire Department Handlett 
requesting an Immediate appropriation for 
horses. Referred to finance committee. 

The nomination of George W. Ltnnehan 
as a Weigher of coal and buy was con- 
firmed. 

The belated proclamation of Gov. Crane 
assigning April 27th as Arbor day was 
placed on file. 

The invitation of Chas. Ward Post 02, G. 
V. R. to participate in exercises of Memori- 
al Day was accepted. 

PETITIONS.

HEARINGS. 

At 8 o’clock bearings were opened upon 
petitions of the Wellesley & Boston Street 
Railway Co. for locations on Beacon and 
Chestnuts streets, Waban, aud of 50 legal 
voters in aid of same. President J. W. 
French of the company explained the de- 
sire of the road to serve this district and 
stuted that arrangements had been made 
with the Commonwealth avenue road by 
which his company could run through cars 
from Lower Falls to Chestnut Hill aud 
they stood ready to build at unce. 

Mr. Ii. II. Bacon believed the road would 
be a great accommodation to Waban, and 
elicited from Mr. French the fact that no 
transfers were granted on school tickets of 
one half fare. Mr. Bacon then said that as 
ull the Newton companies were practically 
one, he thought it practical to arrange for 
transfers on school tickets. lie also believed 
that the Crafts street conditions should 1« 
repeated in granting this location ; and 
faKleacon street, a main thoroughfare, 
should be widened now for future double 
tracks. Mr. Win. C. Strong detailed the 
efforts of Waban to obtain street railway 
fuoilites aud believed this to be an oppor- 
tune time to widen the streets for a street 
railway. He offered to give the necessary 
land from his frontage on Chestnut street. 
The hearing was then closed. 

At the hearing upon petition of the may- 
or and street commissioner for alterations 
of traoks of Wellesley and Boston Street 
Ruilwuy Co. to meet the widening of Wash- 
ington street, l.o wer Fulls. President 
French stated that this wus one of (lie 
hardships a public service corporation lia 1 
to meet, and that they were willing to make 
the alterations, under the origiuul condi- 
tions of location, and hud, in fuct, alreudy 
ordered their muteriul. Hearing closed. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 

At the hearing assigned for 8.10 o’clock 
upon petition of New ton Educational asso- 
ciation for daily inedioul Inspection of 
schools, a communication from the Board 
of Health favoring the project for contu- 
gious diseases only wus first read. 

Mr. 1). C. Heath then stated thut the sub- 
ject hud been carefully considered by his 
association for over a year, aud had con- 
ferred witli the School and Health boards. 
He believed that the people wanted it und 
thut tiie poorest school house should be us 
wholesome as the best home. lie thought 
the cost would be ubout $2000 per yeur or 
$100 per school and explumed the method 
pursued in Boston. Letters were read 
from Boston school musters endorsing the 
system. As a mutter of pride Mr. ll^uth 
hoped that Newtou would tuke favorable 
uotiou before Somerville or Brookline. 

Supt. Fi field also favored the idea and 
believed it a matter sure to be adopted. 
He thought it wise to grant a model ute up- 
propriution und give it u trial. He callud 
attention to the numerous epidemics in the 
various school districts and believed that 
the schools disseminated disease. 

Mr. Fifield was emphatic in his assertion 
t hut the inspection would suve children’s 
lives 

Mr. C. F Shirley quoted a few statistics 
ami spoke in favor of the appropriation. 

Thu heuriug was then closed and the 
mutter rolet red to the finance committee. 

('luiin of Anne Grunt for injuries received 
from u defective highway was referred to 
the claims committee. 

Petitions of Mills et al that city uoeept 
and uiuiutuin u bath house at Upper Fulls 
wus referred to the public property com- 
mittee.

Vacation Schools. 

The following extracts from the report of 
the last year’s work of the vacation school 
committee of the Newton Centre Womun’s 
Club will be of interest: 

The committee set out to do what no 
other vacation school committee had yet 
(lone - to provide u school tor all classes of 
children, where the very richest could find 
employment, us well us the most needy. 
This wus founded upon principle— tiie 
principle thut a rich man’s idle child is us 
unfortunate us u poor mun’s idle cnild. 
Idleness is pernicious and deteriorating, 
both mentally und morally, lor us loug u 
time as our summer vacations. Another 
principle was of u more subtle nature, but 
none the less uctuul. The work of our 
public schools is almost purely contempla- 
tive in its nuture. The childreu arc forced 
to accumulate, to store up. There is no 
outlet except the little that cun come by 
wrltiug, drawing und the bit of sloyd 
work. Your committee set out to provide 
u place where these same children could 
produce something. The children’s need 
was to put some of their store into activity, 
to materialize some of their thoughts. . . 

"These principles determined the courses 
of study. The work must be with the 
bunds, must be something lliut would re- 
quire the use of the children’s own brains. 
It was ulso decided to give the childreu 
their choice of work. No other vueutiou 
school does thut 

“Wood, cooking und uuture were tiie sub- 
jects determined upon. Tte lust more par- 
ticularly for those loo young lor the other 
two. 

"The work in sloyd was very populur. 
Ninety seven pupils were enrolled. There 
wus uu uveruge of nearly lb in utteudunce. 

You should each und 

ull liuve had tiie privilege of having seen 
these boys ami girls with Mr. Miller on 
some of those duys when the mercury was 
not lur from UK) degrees. Not one of them 
was ill from it. it wus un inspiration to 
be in tbe room. One caught i-mue ot the 
joy thut comes fromcreulive work. 

"Descending the stairs you found your- 
self in (he feminine utmosphere before you 
were oil the lust step. Boys aud girls weie 
quietly getting themselves into uniforms. 
Looser vutlsm met you ut ouch. All was 
quiet und order here. The whole place 
breathed of woman und her way of doing 
thiugs in this world, Cooking 

is more than simply making u few dishes. 
Obedience to fixed laws is the reigning 
principle, and every act that points to 
obedience ussists in the results from cook- 
ing uud cooking trains for obedience. . . 

"The vacation school wus very popular 
with the childreu. It formed a common 
meeting-place. It wus somewhere logo; 
something to do. Not the leusl of the 111- 
lluence lor good was the lucl thut, volun- 
tarily, the most favored oume to work with 
the most restricted. 

Your boys and gills luude many others 
walk with firmer step simply by choosing 
to work with them. It wus u line thing, 
und the boys uud girls rose to the height ot 
it iu their bearing one with another. It 
was a lesson, early iu their lives, ot 
brotherliue&s und sisterliuess." 

Tbe entire cost of the vacation school 
work wus $718.42. The basement uud a 
few rooms ot the Rice school were pro- 
vided free by the oily.

Modem requirements In business have 
led to a change in one of the most promi- 
nent landmarks on Washington street, the 
white granite front of the store of the 
Mncallar Parker company, at No. 400, near 
the oorner of Summer street. This front 
was the only one in the great district 
burned in the fire of 1872 that remained 
standing, and it served as a bulwark to 
check the flames in their course toward 
the west side of Washington street, below 
Summer, and perhaps on Tremont street. 

After the lire it was moved back 12 feet, 
on the widening of Washington street, and 
the present Mucullar Parker building was 
erected behind it. 

Old Bostonians whose memories extend 
back to the early ’(JOs remember this front 
as one of the most elegant and substantial 
of its period, ami it has remuined a monu- 
ment to its builders to tiie present time. 
The white monoliths of its lower story 
have made It not only graceful architectur- 
ally, but most substantial in appenrance. 

'The day of the massive pillar in stone in 
business structures having given way to 
that of steel, however, and retail stores 
having been forced by the customs of the 
times to employ a great deal of plate glass 
in the show windows, it was found advis- 
able to remodel the lower story of the 
Mucullar Parker building. 

The work lias been progressing some 
months, and is now completed. A heavy 
steel girder holds up the front of the build- 
ing where the stone pillars stood, and the 
entire ground floor front lias been filled 
with plate glass set in nickel, while the 
interior of the show windows has been re- 
modeled and finished in white mahogany. 
This gives the front a thoroughly up-to- 
date und elegant appearance, while the 
style in which the changes have been made 
is in keeping with tbe dignity and high 
tone of the whole establishment. 

The windows are much better adapted 
than were the old ones to the display of 
men’s, youths’ and boys’ clothing and 
furnishings, for which this house is 
famous. 

Mrs. James M. Gordon. 

By the death of Mrs. Janies M. Gordon 
of Auburndale, Newton loses one of her 
earliest and oldest residents. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gordon removed from Bos- 
ton and made their home in Auburndale 
nearly forty-six years ago, identifying 
themselves thoroughly with the civic and 
religious interests of the community and 
educating their children In the grammar 
and high schools. Five Of the children 
survive their parents. 

The funeral service was held at the old 
home on Friday, May 3. It was conducted 
by the pastor of the Congregational church 
Rev. C. M. Southgate, and Rev. I)r. E E. 
Strong of the A. B. C. S. M. made a tender 
and appreciative address from which we 
quote the following. 

"You will not deem me wanting in sym- 
pathy ut this hour, if I say thut instead of 
being a house of mourning it should be a 
house of praise. A life of eighty two 
years, full of service and song, has ended 
here only to begin again in the world now 
out of sight. 

Mrs. Gordon was a beautiful singer and 
in her early life was the leudiug voice in 
the choir of the prominent church in 
Brooklyn. N. Y. over whioh the Rev. Dr. 
Cox was pastor. 

Mrs. Gordon’s sphere was the home. 
Here she wu9 queen, and received the 
fullest homuge and affection of the house- 
hold. 

Her mothprly heart was often sore over 
the departure of her children from the 
home. She followed them even in her old 
age visiting them in Iiliuois, Colorado, aud 
Georgia, and even crossing the ocean to 
Spain to tbe home of Mrs. Gulick. 

The beauty of the Lord our God was 
upon her. From Him cuixe that geutle- 
uess and sweetuess, thut purity, that de- 
voutness which all who knew her recog- 
nized. which made her so attractive and 
her home so beautiful." 


Street Railway Matters. 

On Wednesday, of last week the new car 
house of the Boston Elevated railway on 
Gulen street Watertown, was used for tiie 
first time. The new building is a model 
structure. Besides the line waiting-room 
in front, whi> h is as yet unused, there are 
separute locker rooms for the motormen 
und conductors. These lockers, which are 
arrunged on two floors, are made of black 
steel wire and are large and airy. Die 
car-house can accommodate 1.30 curs; but as 
yet is only partly occupied. The entrance 
is by ttvo trucks, which branch out finally 
into ten. In tiie rear are the repuir and 
blacksmith shops 

We have it on the best authority that 
the L. road does not intend to muke this 
cur-burn the terminal of the Newton cars, 
aud thut the crowding of cars every night 
und morning in Nouuntum square will still 
continue unless the public reiuonstrute.

There wus u ready aud liberal 
patrouuge for the limn) useful and fancy 
articles made in the home, which were 
offered for sale. 

Opening' of Riverside Recreation Grounds. 

Last Saturday afternoon tiie Riverside 
Recreation Grounds were opened for the 
eeuson. lu spite of the cool breezes, hun- 
dreds of persons thronged the grouuds 
during the afternoon and many availed 
themselves of tiie canoeing uud other privi- 
leges. lu the evening tiie first bund con- 
cert of tiie season was given, and tiie large 
assembly hull iu tbe clubhouse was thrown 
opeu for dancing 

Extensive changes have beeu made iu the 
buildings. 'These improvements were 
greatly admired. An outdoor skating rink 
lighted by electricity will be oue of the ut- 
1 1 actions. 

'Hie annex building, u short distance 
from the main building, bus beeu enlarged 
to accommodate 150 more boats uud canoes 
than lust yeur. There are (SOO canoe racks

NONANTUM square. 


Considerable indignation lins been ex- 
pressed over the announced declination of 
the Boston Elevated Co. to discontinue the 
use of Nonnntum square ns n terminal for 
the Brighton line of Newton ears. When 
the new car lmrn on Galen street, about 
one-third of a mile distant, was under con- 
struction, it was supposed to lie a terminal 
for this line of cars ns well ns those run- 
ning through Watertown. 

We understand that the company object 
to making the square a through station on 
the ground that it will l*e awkward to pass 
its cars around the Bowdoin Square car, 
which also starts from this point, and also 
because of tlie inconvenience to the travel- 
ling public to be obliged to wait for a pass- 
ing enr, instead of stepping directly into si 
standing car, as at present. 

The tirst objection can be easily avoided, 
either by starting the Bowdoin Square ear 
from the Oak square terminal, by starting 
the car from the Watertown terminal and 
providing transfers from Newton cars, or 
byfplacinga crossover in the square, by 
which the other cars could be easily run by 
the standing car. 

The other objection is advanced simply 
for the purpose of staving off the necessi- 
ty of establishing a waiting room at the 
square. No one for u moment supposes 
that the Railway Company cares a pica- 
yune whether the travelling public are 
protected or not, while waiting for the 
cars to start. 

On the other hand, the square is clogged 
every night and morning with from 8 to 12 
cars of the Elevated Co., to say nothing of 
the various Newton lines, and passengers 
from Boston are frequently obliged to leave 
the cars as far east as Charleslmuk road, 
on account of the congestion in the square. 
The entire street surface is used by these 
people, and bicyclists, automobiles and 
carriages are forced to thread their way 
through masses of hurrying people. In 
case of fire the apparatus cannot begin to 
make fast time until the square has been 
passed 

The conditions in the square have been 
tolerated because there was seemingly no 
feasible remedy, but now that a solution is 
in sight, wo believe that tlie people will de- 
mand tlmt Nonnntuiu square shall be de 
voted to public rather than to street rail- 
way purposes.

Newton Theological Society. 

We have spoken hopefully about the 
ra sing of the Newton Endowment, l»ecnuse 
we believe it is possible and the appeal 
ought not to be unheeded. The time is 
rapidly passing within which tin* subscrip- 
tion must be secured. Only twcnty-tlve 
days remain of the time allotcd for secur- 
ing subscriptions for $150,000. 

People in various parts of New England 
ate sending in pledges and cash gifts. In 
the main they are small, yet they indicate 
a genuine interest. 

From a business point of view, there are 
no people as much concerned with this 
work ns those among whom the school is 
located. If successful in this effort, the 
income of $300,0 )0 will be expended chiefly 
in trade in stores in this city, in maiutain- 
inghomes located near the school, in improv- 
ing taxable city property. Tlie regular 
business which the institution brings to 
flu* community is large at present and lias 
been considerable for many years. It will 
be increased in proportion as tlie Endow- 
ment is increased. 

This is not the chief claim of the Newton 
1 ustitution upon the neighborly regard of 
the community. Its contribution to the 
moral life of the city is tin* highest appeal. 

But tin* business side of the subject is 
evident. Tin* institution has brought 
thousands of dollars to this community 
every year; it will bring thousands more. 
l>otln* business men feel that it is a mat- 
ter of indifference to them whether the 
school obtains larger resources or not? l>o 
they not feel that It is worth their while to 
foster by a personal gift ‘‘a plant” near 
their own doors which brings them regular 
trade and yet does not compete w ith any of 
them in their own lines*.’ Are we wrong 
in expecting that many will answer these 
questions by making a subscription to tin* 
Endowment of the Newton Institution?

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State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, May 8. 

This is an oxoellent week for legislative 
work. No serious complications are ex 
peoted to arise through travelling commit- 
tees, as was the case late Inst week, ami 
the members began the week with h gh 
hopes of cutting down the calendnr. Some- 
thing like H00 matters remain to be acted 
upon. The fact that they aro alive at the 
present time Indicates that each one will 
have to take readings, and be debated more 
or less before their final enactment or re- 
jection. 

The committee on ways and means lins 
a large number of matters pending before 
it, or recently reported upon many of them 
or particular interest to the metropolitan 
district. The most important of all of 
course is the one to provide for an addition- 
al metropolitan w ater loan of $13,000,000, 
reported Monday. The only point the 
house is liable to long discuss Is as to 
whether joint committees which have 
already considered this matter have made 
a proper provision for the payment of the 
interest and sinking fund charges. It is 
thought this point can wait a year without 
damage. Another bill pending before the 
committee was to increase the payments 
for the metropolitan parks general purpose. 
$450, (XX) while a third provided for au ad- 
ditional appropriation of $100,000 for Nau- 
tasket Beach. The first has been favora- 
bly reported, It is evident that the metro- 
politan district is a pretty expensive insti- 
tution, but as there is an immense amount 
of wealth in the district, probably nobody 
will move out of it iu a hurry because 
water supply, sewerage, and parks, cost 
money. 

The proposition for an investigation into 
the merits of the proposed Charles River 
dam is now before the ways and means 
committee, to which it was sent when the 
favorable report was made in the House 

One matter before the Senate ways and 
means committee is to provide for un ex- 
penditure of money for the improvement 
of the Neponset River Valley. By an un- 
fortunate error the committee on public 
health reported this measure in the Senate. 

As it carries with it an appropriation of 
public funds, it never should have gone to 
that body, but the bill should have origi 
nated in the House. One of the rules of 
the general court is, that wheu a commit- 
tee has made a report and it is recommit- 
ted, it must be again reported in the House 
which recommitted it, so that this bill is 
likely to be menaced until euaclmeut by 
the possibility that soipe member will 
raise a point of order aeaiust if it is re- 
ported iu the lower branch alter recommit- 
tal. 

Mr. Dana’s committee on judiciary has 
favorably reported a bill to simplify the 
transfer of laud, which is now taking its 
readings iu the upper branch. The mem- 
bers ot the committee on the judiciary are 
holding frequent executive sessions to con- 
sider the question of what it will do in re- 
gard to amendments to the anti-stook- 
waterine laws. The understanding is that 
the committee is not likely to report a bill 
on it for a special commission to be up- 
pointed by the Governor, as was provided 
In the “Currier Bill” which is before it 
but more likely will favor a special recess 
committee of the general court to consider 
the latter subject. Should such a commit- 
tee be voted, Mr. Luce of Somerville, who 
introduced the order for a special commit- 
tee of the Legislature to make this investi- 
gation, is likely to be one of the members. 
How it will be arranged to put any of the 
probate or judiciary committee upon this 
special committee is a mystery, as these 
men are all members of the sub-committee 
already appointed to consider the revision 
of the public statutes. 

At almost any time, now, this special 
committee should organize. It is simply 
waiting for the report of the commission- 
ers to consolidate and arrange the public 
statutes which was promised in March, but 
has not yet come in. Of course no work 
will be done by the recess committee until 
the general court is prorogued. As stated 
last week, Messrs. Nutt and Daua are both 
upon tnis special committee. 

A bill* to provide clerical assistance in 
the oflice of the treasurer of Middlesex 
County has taken alt its readiugs aud will 
soon be iu the hands of the Governor. 

The bill to provide a state appropriation 
for the support of public schools will be 
discussed iu the House on Thursday. The 
committee on ways aud means have re- 
'ported ought not to pass on the measure, 
and Representative Adams of Melrose is in 
oharge of this adverse report, while Mr. 
Pettingill of Salsbury for the committee on 
education is in charge of the favoruble rt- 

I iort of that committee on the bill. Messrs, 
teed of Tuuuton, Buswell of Methueu, 
Casey of Lee, and Keene of Stouehum, dis- 
sent from the adverse report of the ways 
aud means committee on the measure. 
The question comes on the rejection of the 
bill, to which Newton taxpayers so seri 
ouslv object. If this measure could be re 

i ected once for all, there would be some' 
mpe of getting favoruble action on a su 
stuutiul iucrease to the Massachusetts 
school fund, and a better method of dis- 
tributing the benelits of that fuud. There 
seems to be no reason why towns like 
Lincoln should be beneficiaries of the 
school fund. The places that really need 
help do not get adequate help, w hile some 
places that ought pot to be helped are evi- 
dently being assisted. 

The bill relutlve to Suffolk senatorial 
districts is arousing a great deal of discus- 
sion in the House. Mr. Laugford would | 
doubt les > be glad to be u member long 
enough to participate iu this discussion. 
The measure is menaced on two sides— 
first by those who oppose the idea of a di- 
rect vote for senatorial nominees, and 
secondly by thoae w ho feel that if it is to 
be euucted at all, it nhould apply not only 
to Suffolk County but to the entire Com- 
monwealth. It seems to be one of those 
reforms w hich ought tu be accomplished a 
step at a time. 

ltev. E. E. Strong, 1). !>., of Newton 
acted us chaplain ol the House on Wednes- 
day lust. 

The speoiul committee on redistrictlng 
the Commonwealth expected to have a 
meeting toduy to discover how its sub-com- 
mittee which is preparing u preliminary 
fnup and layout was getting ulong. Repre- 
sentative Dean of Brookline, who is on as 
the Newton district man, is not a member 
of this sub-commiliee. it is generally 
conceded that with the exception of the 
eighth district, represented by Congress- 
man McCall, the district of Congressman 
l'owers w ill be about as much changed iu 
the linal division us any. There is a dis- 
position to put Brookline into the new 
Boston Back Bay district. The w liter 
asked lion. Fred il. Williams yesterday 
how tins would please him, but got no 
very satisfactory response. One would 
think that Mr. Williams hud liuug away 
ambition, by his discussion of the subject. 
To compensate for the loss of Brookline, 
it is assumed thut Wellesley will go iuto 
the Newton distr.ct.uud also certain towns 
on the borders of Plymouth County, uud 
possibly Bristol County. Brockton juts iu 
between Bristol and the Newton district, 
however, iu such u way us to prevent 
taking muuy Bristol Couuty towns. 

i he people of Woburn ate up iu arms by 
tlie discovery that the generally accepted 
plan of rudistriuliug places them iu the 
Rowers district, with Burlington, Lexington, 
Walthum, Weston und Wellesley. Woburn 
loudly protests against having to become 
bound up with towns iu the northern purt 
ol Bristol couuty, us she cuu have no com- 
munity of interest w hatever.

To the Editor of the Graphic : 

The Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children earnestly 
desires to cull attention to the work 
and the needs of the Society, and to appeal 
to the people of Newtou for sympathy, co- 
operation and support. 

Brielly, the work of the Society is to pro- 
tect children from cruelty, abuse nnd 
neglect throughout the state, find to sed 
that the laws of the state concerning chil- 
dren are enforced. We believe that the 
eiTeot of our work is to do something 
towards improving the surroundings 
of these children, to the end that they tnay 
become useful oltizeus rather than dangers 
to society or dependents on the state. It 
employs trained agentc to investigate re- 
ported oases, to try to rectify the abuses, 
und if necessary, bring the cases Into 
court. More tliuu half of its work is done 
outside the courts, giving advice and in- 
formation In all manner of cases involving 
children, 

During the post year the Society has in- 
vestigated the cases of 5225 children, and 
has invoked the aid of the court nearly 5<>0 
times. During this period It has received 
in contributions from the public less than 
$5,000. It receives no financial aid from 
any other source than the gifts of individu- 
als. More generous aid is needed than the 
Society lias received in the past to prevent 
curtailment of its work. 

There is reason to believe that residents 
of the state outside of Bostou do not realize 
that the Society’s work is not local, but ex- 
tends throughout the whole state, and that 
it has iu every town and city Us agents, 
who serve without compensation and are 
often unable to do more than notify the 
Society of cases requiring relief. The 
labor and expense of investigating and 
procuring appropriate relief ure borne en- 
tirely by the Society. The single item of 
transportation of the Society’s agents to 
the western portion of the state to relieve 
cases arising there, mukes it exceedingly 
desirable thut the Socle y should be iu a 
position to employ a resident paid ugent iu 
the western part of the state, both iu the 
interests of economy and promptness. At 
present this is impossible. A large propor- 
tion, ubout one-third, of the Society’s 
work and expense is incurred outside of 
Boston, while but one-tenth of its receipts 
oomes from the same source. We believe 
that a knowledge of this fact will appeal to 
many who are in a position to help our 
work, even in a very small way, especially 
if we are given tiie opportunity to put be- 
fore them the results of the Society’s work 
contained in the uunual report.

One of the features of the coming tlowor | 
show in the new Horticultural Hall in 
Boston will be tho orchids from the W. P, 
Wlnsor estate at Fair Haven. These 
llowers, although not yet generally culti- 
vated, lend themselves particularly well to 
the purposes of an exhibition that Is In- 
tended wholly as a great and beautiful 
floral celebration, nnd it Is not unlikely 
that the orchid exhibit will react upon the 
flower itself by Increasing the number of 
cultivators interested in it. There is hard- 
ly another plant that has such a range of 
beauty both In color and in shape. In 
color they represent practically every possi- 
bility of a painter’s palatte and in shape 
they vary from the smallest blossoms 
averaging a hundred or more in a single 
cluster to llowers eight inches wide across 
the petals. 

The Wlnsor estato is particularly rich in 
orchids. Peter Murray, who has charge Of 
it, is one of the most successful cultivators 
In this country. The Thayer estate, in 
South Lancaster, and the Hunnewell estate 
at Wellesley, which latter is particularly 
fortunate in the ownership of many of the 
early June blossoming varieties, are also 
prominent among the contributors of 
orchids to the coming festival, nnd, al- 
together, this part of the show bids fair to 
bo as interesting as even the better ktiown 
rhododendrons and azaleas.

Newton Upper Falls, Slay 13, 1901. 

To the Editor of the Graphic : 

It is now a year since the people of New- 
ton Upper Falls engaged in the unsuccess- 
ful contest for the re election of Miss Elia 
F. Crooker of Wude school. The facts are 
too generally known to need a repitition. 
Charles G. Wetherbee, for unjust reasons 
refused to recommend Miss Crooker for 
re election. Immediately the village was 
aroused. A petition was drawn up and 
signed by three hundred and fifty persons, 
all of whom well knew of what value Miss 
Crooker hud been to Newton schools dur- 
ing her long service here. At the outset 
we were handicapped in not having a 
representative from this village upon the 
School Board. This greatly helped Mr. 
Wetherbee in accomplishing his purpose, 
for, having no one to interfere, he could 
go freely to the members of a non-resident 
district committee, none of whom, natural- 
ly knew very much about Wude school, 
and tell them whatever he pleased. By 
so doiug he succeeded in gainiug such firm 
allegiance, that the chairman absolutely 
refused a written request for his commit- 
tee to meet a few citizens to talk o ver this 
mutter. The men ol the district commit- 
tee and the master of Wade school to all 
appearances as subsequent events proved, 
had giveu each other his word of honor 
that Miss Crooker ’s term of service should 
end at the close of last yrar’ssess.on. Aud 
end it did. 

The petition of three hundred and fifty 
names might us well huve been bluuk 
paper for we know that it was not opened, 
simply because the district committee did 
not propose to notice the desires of the 
community. The unpleasant relations be- 
tween the master and his assistant was 
not confined to this case alone. Two other 
teachers felt themselves unable to work 
under existing conditions. Miss Morrill 
and Miss Burnett asked for leave of ab- 
sence, hoping that iu a few months matters 
would be straightened out, hut both of 
these ludies have now resigned for no 
other reuson than that they would not 
teach under the present administration. 

On tiie 10'h of December, less than two 
weeks before tiie Christmas vacation, Miss 
Martha E. Berk ins, the first assistant, was 
asked to send her resignation before the 
close of the term, wliioh insulting request 
she naturally refused, even when told tlmt 
if she did retire quietly without “kicking 
up a row” she would be allowed to say 
that she resigned on uccount of ill health. 
As another inducement, she was told that 
her salary would be paid in full for the 
balance of the year, us this sum of money 
had been so quietly worked into the bud- 
get that not even tiie Mayor knew of its 
existence. If she didn’t tuke it what 
would be done with the money? Quite a 
problem to be sure. But Miss Berk ins 
solved it by saying that very likely the 
city would be glad to receive it again. Thu 
true significance of this .request, followed 
up as it wus by special delivery' 'etters 
during vacation, is apparent when we re 
member thut iu a very few days, for the 
first time iu two years. Upper Falls was 
to have a representative on tiie school 
board. So we see that if this scheme had 
been carried out, four assistants whose 
high reputation as teachers is far more 
widely spread than to the limits of this 
village, would have been dt iveu from their 
positions simply by tire actions of out) 
iiiuu. There are to-day just two other 
teachers in Wade school who have taught 
there over two years, and the question 
uiises how long will these be allowed to 
remuin. Barents for several years huve 
been very much dissatisfied with Mr. 
Wetherbee's methods and huve been firm- 
ly convinced tiiat ids influence over their 
children wus not such us they would 
choose to have, but being a peace loving 
community, and imping from year to year 
that in some way these things would right 
themselves, have su d .nothing until last 
June. Then ut the close of tho school year 
a request signed by one hundred and lifly 
persons wus sent to Mr. Wetherbee asking 
him to resign at tiie end of the year. 

Since .Mr. Wetherbee would not retire 
when quietly asked to do so it is very prob- 
able that u similar request will be brought 
before tho school board at the coming May 
meeting. S.

State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, May 15. 

The members of the general oourt from 
Newton, who are serving for their first 
year, have now a good opportunity to know 
what it means to toll in legislative sessions 
during the heat. The House lias become 
s i anxious to get through that it is sitting 
dally from 10 o’clock in the morning until 
5 in the afternoon, and that is too much 
f >r any legislator who expects to do. first 
o'nss work. However, Mr. Dana’s special 
oomml tee on the revision of public stat- 
utes must sit about one month between 
now and August, it is assumed, and a spe- 
o il session will come In the Full (therefore 
e anybody is anxious to get through with 
the regular session. 

The redistrioting situation still continues 
to be the principal topic of discussion on 
Deacon Hill. All sorts of schemes nre 
broached in connection with Congressman 
Powers’ district, but the plun of the stute 
committee, with certain amendments, 
seems as likely to stand us anything. This 
plan was partially explained in this corre- 
spondence u week ago. It provides that 
B mton shall he divided into three districts 
the new district to consist of three of the 
present senatorial districts; namely, wards 
10 , 12 , ami 18; wards 11 , 1 <), nnd 20 ; wurds 
21 , 22 , and 23. This would make a re- 
publican district with no outside towns, 
thus still leaving Brookline in the 11 th dis- 
trict. Then, to make up for the loss of 
Boston wards, the state committee pro- 
poses to transfer Woburn from the 5th; 
Bifrlington, Lexington, Waltham, Westou, 
and Wcliesley from the 4th, Canton from 
the 12 ; and Ilopkinton, Upton, Mendon, 
and Blackstone from the third; while 
North Attleboro is transferred from the 
11 th district into the 12 th. This latter 
transfer may not be made. As hinted last 
week, Woburn will not consent to being 
placed in the 11 th dhtrict, and so is likely 
to be put in the Htli district. 

But ugainst tilts state committee plan is 
the plan drawn by Mouse Chuirmun Maund- 
ers of the redistrictiug committee, which 
contemplates the resetting of the districts 
in the vicinity of the Charles and Mystic 
rivers so that Cambridge, Arlington, Bel 
mont, Watertown, Waltham und Somer- 
ville will muke one district, of the Charles : 
while Malden, Kverett, Medford, Winches- 
ter, iVoburn, Stoneham, Melrose, Suiilmis, 
and Lynn will make uuotlmr, of the Mys- 
tic. It must strike the citizens of Lyun, 
with her immense population, us very fun- 
ny to be considered as having any rclutiou 
to the Mystic river. They would probably 
desire to have the Mystic district called the 
"district of the Saugus.” The writer is 
very certuin that Woburn will not he 
placed in the Newton district, whatever 
happens. She may go into the 4th, the 7th, 
or more probably the 8 th. 

Yesterday the House took up the ques- 
tion of tlie retention by the Common weultii 
of oertuin taxes collected from steam ruil- 
road corporations. On this matter, Messrs. 
Frothiuglmm of Boston, und Co >k of Leom- 
inster of tlie taxation committee dissented, 
while the committee on ways und means 
refused to pass upon the bill und asked to 
be discharged. Senator Nutt, the chairman 
of the taxation coinmuiittec, ugreed to tlie 
favorable report on the bill, probably to 
please his friend representative Lucs of 
Somerville, the House chairman of the tax- 
ation committee, who offered the measure. 
The commissioner of corporutiot s in re 
spouse to the request of the House has 
mude a statement concerning this mutter 
showing that last year toe whole amount 
assessed on steam railroads was $1,5118,439. 
54 ; theuuiount returned by the Common- 
wealth, $501,893.91 ; while tlie balance of 
SI, 036,545.03 wus distributed to the cities 
ami towns. Boston’s share of this wus 
$385,239 i>4: Worcester received 002, 050 28, 
Brookline, $55,378,04; Newton, $21,017 90; 
Milton, $21,727.14; Somerville, from 
whence the measure comes, received $4,070. 
80. It will thus be seen thut plan to retain 
this money in the city treasury might re- 
lieve Somerville of a small amount of taxa- 
tion. hut would he likely to beur heavily 
upon Newton. The chances are that this 
measure will never reaca the Governor. 
Mr. Dana opposed it earnestly and it was 
rejected by the House, 50 to 108. 

Tlie committee on metropolitan affairs, 
sitting Jointly with roads and bridges, has 
reported a bill for tlie expenditure uf $ 200 , 
000 in rebuilding the Wellington bridge, 
which is also to uccouimodate the Fellswuy 
boulevard. The park commission is o 
build the bridge, and u special commission 
to be appointed by the supreme court is to 
upportiou tlie expense utter completion. 
There is no probability thut any portion of 
the expense will come upon Newton. 

On ihursduy of lust week a great 
struggle cume on the question of substitut- 
ing for the adverse report of the committee 
on wuys und means tlie bill iiad to provide 
for u state appropriation for the support of 
public schools. This is what is known us 
the “mill tux” hill. By u vote of 37 yeas to 
75 nays, with uu immense number of pairs, 
the hill was substituted, and on Friday it 
was ordered to u third reading without do- 
hutc. Mr. Dana favored tlie rejection of 
the hill, while Mr. Bullard was not record- 
ed. The chances of this hill reaching the 
Governor ure probably no better than in 
some previous yaars., while there wuuld he 
no cliuuce at uW of its being signed by 
His Excellency.

Medical Inspection of Schools. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Tho medical inspection cf schools now 
under consideration bv the Board of Alder- j 
men o >ntem plates the visitation of the 
schools daily by reputable physicians for 
the purpose of discovering whether such 
pupils, as the teachers may find ailing are 
suffering from the incipient stages of a cot - 
taghuis disease. 

Where medical inspection is in use it Is 
found that about twelve percent of those 
examined are usually sent home, and that 
about twenty-three per cent of those sent 
home ate coming down with an infectious 
disease. 

Not all the pupils in a sehool are exam- 
ined only such pupils as the teacher sees to 
be ill. These are sent to a private room, ex- 
amimd by the physician and the suspicious 
enses sent home by the teacher on the phy- 
sician's retomniendation.witli a note to the 
pit en* suggesting that the family physician 
Iook into the case. The medical Inspector 
is not allowed to prescribe. Ills chief func- 
tion is to protect the ninety nnd nine who 
neid no id* y del in. It is the ounce of pre- 
vention which is better than the pound of 
cure, amt costs far less In both anxiety ami 
m r.ey. 

On Mime da>s the Inspector will not he 
n eded, and he Is so informed by a placard 
in the school window which he can easily 
see w itliout getting out of his carriage. 

One inspector can thus look after several 
schools In an hour or less each day, and 
therefore the expense need not he more 
than £100 a school for the year, making the 
total expense to the city for medical inspec- 
tion, printing, etc., not more than $25iio. a 
small price to pay for the saving of life, 
health and time (and therefore money 
through not beiug obliged to close a school 
because of an epidemic). 

In confirmation rf the above the Board 
of Health in its recent report says: "There 
is no doubt that u system of school inspeu 
on these lines (essentially like the above) 
would be very valuable and would enable 
the Board to check the many outbreaks of 
contagious disease. The duily reports of 
the inspectors would give early notice of 
the presence of tin infectious disease in any 
district, ami' by tubulating the reports it 
could be seen In what locality the cases 
were most numerous and proper steps 
taken to discover the source. It is believed 
that in the end the expense to the city 
would be less than under the present sys- 
tem. The cost to the city of curing for 
contagious cases at the hospital is very 
large, and undoubtedly this would be re- 
duced under the proposed plan. Even 
should there be no marked reduction at 
first tu tbe number of cases sent to the hos- 
pital, it is true that by coining under 
control und treatment earlier, tne spread of 
contagion would be prevented and in some 
diseases there would be a reduction in the 
length of the patients stay at the hospital. 
Besides the actual money outlay in every 
case oi contagious disease we must take in 
to aecouut the loss to individual workers 
due to quaiaatine and cessution of wages 
by being kept away from work. With per- 
sons who rely ou daily wages for their sup- 
port this would make "the difference be- 
tween independence and pauperism " 

The School Beard has paid about £500 oo 
the past year to substitutes teaching in the 
place of teachers quarantiued. 

Newton is an unusually wholesome city, 
and yet if we can reduce the death rate ut 
this flight expense is it not worth the ef- 
fort ? 

The Board of Health says in its report 
that "There were :soi cases of diptheria, 
117 of scariet fever, 40 of measles and 42 of 
typhoid fever during tbe year just closed.” 
These cases were largely among children 
who are much more liable to such diseases. 
Resides tbe Board of Health says that 
"With the closing of the schools the num- 
ber of cases fell materially’’ and "When 
the schools opened twain the number quick- 
ly rose” und that "This increase m the 
number of cases reported during the 
months when the schools were open is very 
interesting and can be shown to take place 
almost every year", which is a strong argu- 
ment in favor of school inspection. 

if an epidemic gets started in u sohool it 
is very apt to spread through the use of the 
same drinking cup by many pupils, the use 
ot pencils handed one day tn one pupil and 
the next day to another pupil, through the 
dust und bud air incident to tbo school 
room, and through bringing the pupils so 
near together under these conditions for so 
loug a time. 

The Board of Health says "Of the deaths 
many occurred within a few hours of the 
patient's admission to the hospital, und 
were due to previous neglect.” This pre- 
vious neglect is what we now want to «,b- 
v.ate by medical inspection in tbe schools. 

There were thirty-eight deaths enumera- 
te I during the year from the diseases and 
we believe many of these could have been 
prevented by daily medical inspection of 
the schools. 

The inspectors in Chicago say that the 
dea’hs from uontagioas diseases among 
children have been reduced one half, and 
that next year they will he reduced to o e 
fourth of what they were before the in 
spection of the schools was begun. 

The Newton Education Association is 
unanimously in favor of medical inspec- 
tion. Tlie school committee is unanimous- 
ly in favor of it, tfie JJoard of Health is 
unanimously in favor of it. ami I believe 
after investigating the subject the Board of 
Aldermen will also he unanimously in 
favor of it. Who then cun be against it?

A PROBLEM. 

Many Differ on Sunday 
Observance. 

Words of Rev. J. C. Jaynes of 
West Newton. 


THE PAH11ATH WAS MADE FOR MAN, 
NOT MAN FOR THE SABBATH. MARK, 
II. 27. 


1 wish to spenk to you this morning in 
behalf of a wise ami rational observance 
of Sunday. The question seems to be one 
of perennial interest, for scarcely a year 
goes by that we do not hear of one or 
more areas of society being greatly agitated 
over what ought to be done and what ought 
not to be done on this particular day of the 
week. 

These periodical discussions, in which 
the very best people are found on oppos- 
ing sides, indicate very plainly that the 
problem is a serious one and is still far 
from final solution. 

The difficulties are very numerous, and 
are all the more perplexing because they 
are the logical outgrowth of the conilicting 
claims of traditional usage ou the one hand 
and of individual freedom on the other. 
And in a community like our own, where 
the religious inheritance is somewhat aus- 
tere, and where at the same time persoual 
liberty is emphasized, it is not strange that 
from seeds of each mixed varieties a har- 
vest of infinite confusions has come. 

I cannot, therefore hope to answer many 
questions that will arise in your minds. 

I cau scaroely hope to have your agree- 
ment with all that I shall say. Hut 
•whether you agree with me or not, 1 feel 
sure that you will sympathize with my 
desire that the true and essential values of 
the duy shall De preserved. For, believing 
as I do that Sunday is one of the most im- 
portant institutions of our civil and relig- 
ious life, 1 should be sorry to have anyone 
think that I am opposed to those who are 
tryiug to maintaiu its sanctity and protect 
it from needless invasions. 

I love the day. Some of the tenderest 
aud most helpful associations of|my early 
life are liuked with those quiet, restful 
pauses in the activities of the home life. 1 
love its memories— its customs— its privi- 
leges; and because I love it and wish to see 
it properly observed and perpetuated 1 
heartily join with those who are protest- 
ing against its being ou the one hand en- 
circled with grim and joyless prohibitions 
and on the other prostituted to the uses of 
greed aud unbounded license. 1 believe 
there is some middle ground. 

I believe that its observance cau be so 
wisely directed, that it shall minister more 
generously to the welfare of society aud at 
the same time be more sincerely respected 
aud supported by all. 

And now, that we may have a back 
ground for our study, let us glance at the 
history of the day and see how it has come 
down to us with its peculiar usages aud 
customs. 

This weekly rest day dates back to the 
childhood of civilization. It was not an 
exclusive iuveuti n of the Jews or a pecu 
liar revelation to them. You cau trace it 
beyoud Moses, beyond Abraham, into that 
dim antiquity of the world when the 
nomadio tribes of Asia began to build 
cities and establish civil and religious in- 
stitutions. Old Assyriuu tablets tell the 
Sabbath duy story. The caleudar of Au- 
cient Babylon starred every seventh day as 
a day of rest aud recreation. 

The Jews either borrowed their Sabbath 
from a more remote antiquity and refur- 
nished it with their own peculiar customs 
aud regulations or else having discovered 
the week us other nations had done, the 
demands of their own social ecouomy 
divided it into six days of labor aud one 
day of rest. 

Under Judaism its fortunes changed with 
the changing ideas of religion. Sometimes 
there was great latitude permitted in its 
observance, uud sometimes it was a day of 
palsiei social life uud burdensome restric- 
tions. 

Then came Jesus teaching his disciples 
that the day was for muu aud nut uiau for 
the duy. 

After his deuth, in the little Christian 
communities gathered about iiis memory, 
the Hebrew Sabbath begun to lose its old- 
time significance. They did not entirely 
cease to observe it. Hut feeling the need 
of some day on which to meet aud wor- 
ship together in their own peculiar way 
they gradually adopted the first day of tfie 
week, because ou that day they believed 
their Lord had risen from the dead. 

This wus the beginning of the Cbristiuu 
Sunday. 

But it was not devoted exclusively to 
rest aud worship. The early Christians 
met ou Sunday morning aud when tiieir 
simple religious service was ended they 
returned to their daily duties. Not until 
the year Wl-wheu Christianity became 
the religion of the Human Empire— was 
the first law enacted to restrict labor on 
Sunday, and then it was binding ouly on 
inhabitant* of cities; and not until . p »0o 
years alter Christ— at the council of 
Orleans-wus all unnecessary toil uhso 
lutely prohibited on the Lord’s day. 

In tiie Middle Ages Sunday degenerated 
into a duy for the lowest snorts uud the 
most depraved pastimes. This tendency 
culminated in Kugluml in the times of 
Clias. I , wheu the duy was devoted to 
bear baiting, prize-fighting uud other in- 
human p rue .Ices. 

Then came the Puritan reaction. Cus- 
tom swung to tiie other extreme. The day 
was filled with sepulchurul gloom aud 
pious melancholy. The Pharisaical re 
strlctions of the Jewish sabbath — its 
Habhiuical “must nuts" aud “shall uols” 
were arbitrarily transferred into tiie Chris- 
tian Sabbath uud once a week English life 
was plunged into the tw Might ot eclipse. 

Ibis was the Sabbath which the Puri 
tans imported into America. 

And you, who are familiar witli New 
England history, know how rigidly the 
old-iime restrictions were enforced. 

We have passed out into a larger free- 
dom aud u broader interpretation of that 
old fashioned term : “Keeping the Lord's 
J >ay“— but in every agitation of this ques- 
tion in our own time, w e discern evidences 
that the grim fetich of other days is still 
large enough to cast a shadow. 

And uow that 1 w'isb you to observe in 
this development of the Sabbath idea is 
that it is purely a human institution — 
invention of man— a portion of time 
chosen and set apart by human thought 
endorsed by human excellence -main- 
tained by human authority uud rendered 
sucied uy immuu custom and sentiment. 

1 know that millions of earnest Chris- 
tians are at this hour observing the day 
and upholding its suuctity, because they 
believe it was specially instituted by God’s 
uomauiid and delivered unto men. 1 re- 
spect their devoutuess. 1 honor tiieir sin- 
cerity. Lut there is no valid evidence any- 
where in the history of the world that God 
ever appointed this institution (m man- 
kind and placed upon it his eternal sanc- 
tion. if you turn to your Bible— to the old 
Hebrew testament— whatever you read 
there, must be reud in behalf— not of 
the Christian .Suuday— but of the 
seventh duy of the week, if you uocept 
that testimony— then you must logically 
observe the Jewish aud not the Christum 
hub hath. 

Or if you turu to the New Testament, 
you w ill find these scriptures are entirely 


silent upon the subject. Neither Jesus, 
nor his disciples, nor the great Apostle 
Paul— ever mention a divinely ordained 
day of rest and worship. .... 

Neither was the day regarded ns of divine 
origin by the great leaders of the Christian 
church. 

Cyril, bishop of Jerusalem rejects It as n 
holy day. . 

Jerome snvs that it is n day of Joy and 
liberty and denounces those as heretlci 
who devote it to ascetic practices. 

Luther declares that if anywhere tho day 
is made holy for the mere day’s sake, 
then let us work on it. feast on it, do 
anything to remove tills encroachment on 
human liberty. 

And Calvin— even went so far as to pro- 
pose Thursday ns a substitute for Sunday 
n order to show that one day was as good 
another In tiie sight of God. Aud one 
Sunday, when John Knox was visiting 
him, true to his convictions lie bowled 
ten-pins all the afternoon. 

I cite these examples merely to show 
that the doctrine of a divinely authorized 
Sunday was not credited in the former 
periods of tiie church. 

That doctrine is comparatively modern. 

It began with the Puritans— who went to 
the Old Testament as an oracle and tried 
to establish the principles of a Hebrew 
theocracy under a Christian name. But 
aside from tho opinions or creeds of the 
past -to the unprejudiced mind of a man 
today it seems extremely improbable that 
the Creator of tiie universe took eternal 
duration, divided it into years, tiie years 
into inotuhs, the months into weeks, each 
week into seven sections and then said 
“Blessed be this seventh section above all 
others forever and forever.” In the ab- 
sence of evidence to the contrary it is 
reasonable to assume that tills is entirely 
the work and invention of man. 

But granting that the letter of God’s 
sanction has never been written, there is an 
authority for the observance of the day 
q.uite as imperative as if it had been an- 
nounced at tiie Creation or given amid the 
thunders of Slnai-uud that is the author- 
ity of man’s need. 

Man’s need of a periodical day of rest: — 
this is the true foundation of Sunday, and 
it can legitimately stand on no other. On 
this ground, free from religious supersti- 
tion nud theological associations, it can 
justly make its appeal to the regard and 
protection of ail classes of society. 

This is exactly the position which Jesus 
took. “Away with your Sabbath tyran- 
nies;” he said. “Away with your scholas- 
tic interpretations which yoke manhood . 1 

to the trivial customs of a day. The Sab- 
bath was made for man— for his use— for 
his happiness uud development, aud not 
man for the Sabbath.” 

This it seems to me is the heart of the 
whole matter. Man’s need— man’s require- 
ments— man's welfare-man ; on this issue 
the Sunday question must be tried aud 
judged. 

First and foremost comes his physical 
need. The body demands periodical rests. 

It is a demand written on the brain- 
written in every atom of fiesh and blood. 

It is the law of nature, old as creation, im- 
perious as God’s will— sure as divine ora- 
cles. 

Sleep is not enough. What is needed— 
wliut mind aud body must have, is, at 
regular intervals, wide deep places 
where the rushing, turgid stream of ener- 
gy may touch a larger area, grow calm, 
drop its sediment und become clear and 
forceful for tiie uext plunge. 

A change of occupation, a force of new 
incentives, a substitution of other objects, 
other excitemeuts, other experiences than 
the daily round of toil affords— this is 
what the weary nerves of every oue call 
for and ought to have. And this need in- 
creases as time goes on. The world never 
needed repose so much as it does today. 

Our American life is a maelstrom of ex- 
citement. Everything is run with the 
throttle open uud the furnace ut whit 
beat. 

Here we are with our over-late and over 
early hours —our frivolities and toils — 
our fierce competitions iu factory and 
store aud state -our ambitions and fears and 
worries— here amid all these stimulants 
aud excitemeuts the tired heart aud the 
weary brain are continually crying out iu 
righteous protest. 

And what is worse still, in our chauging 
industrial conditions, every man must 
focus his energy ou some particular spot — 
never change— never lose tiie focus, or else 
lie is iluug into tiie limbo of failures. Best 
is what our American life needs -regular, 
periodical puuses iu the rush aud whirl of 
week-day life. 

Sunday meets that need, and it is to this 
institution we must look lor tliose seda- 
tives, which shall save us from becoming 
consumed with the lever und excitement of 
the times. 

But there Is another need that urges its 
claim quite us strougiy as that of the body, 
it is man's moral ueed. 

When we speak of the public welfare we 
mean something more than the physical 
heulth and tiie mental vigor of tiie people. 

We meaualso the people’s character— their 
ethical tone -their religious sentiment - 
tiieir conceptions of justice and honor and 
purity. It is this moral life of the people 
that also makes its plea for the Sunday in- 
termission of toil. This day of rest is full 
of moral helps— full of privileges aud op- 
portunities -full of teachings that appeal 
to the inner life uud quickeu the nobler 
sentiments of the heart. 

A man must be free to meet these moral 
incentives or else they are of no more avail 
than uuthems sung into tiie ears of the 
dead. Thiuk what it means Co a man of 
toil to own himself for one duy iu the 
week. Think w hat it means to him when 
he can say to the desk or to counter or the 
loom:— “I um free from you. 1 am not 
your slave today. This day is mine, not 
yours.” That is tiie time when the muu 
reulizes his iuaiMiood--stauds up his noblest 
aud his best. That is the tune when the 
teachings of tiie highest things will find 
him most ‘ntelligent aud most ready to re- 
spond. 

And no matter whether he be in church 
or out of church, in fields or forest— on the 
sea or at home— then the word of worship 
or the face of Hits child or the voice of God 
iu nature will touch his life with the 
greatest iutlueiioe and surest pow er. It is 
the moral atmosphere of tiie .Sunday life — 
of tiie Sunday rest and recreation that 
works for the character of tiie individual 
uud of society, far more than many of us 
ure inclined to believe. 

While industry is suspended, while shop 
and fi —Hi uud factory ure deserted, there is 
going ou a silent morul growth among tiie 
people, that is quite us important to tiie 
prosperity of a nation, us any process of 
trade or uuy achievement of science. 

Now, so far, we have considered only 
tiie familiar platitudes of tiie question. 
There is practically universal agreement 
that the appointment of a weekly rest day 
isu wise aud judicious measure. 

The concensus of publio opinion based 
on eeutui ies of expel ieiice is unanimously 
in favor of Sunday us an institution mill- 
istei iug to tiie physical uud mural needs of 
mankind. 

But when we come to the question of 
wlial a man ought to choose to meet these 
needs— of how lie should enjoy his Suud iy 
freedom— then tiie difficulty begins and a 
hopeless tangle of conflicting persoual 
opinions is created. If we could preuipi- 
lute tiie calamity of one universal type of 
taste uud thought Hie problem would be 
solved. But the trouble is that individu- 
als will develop variety of desire uud per 
sist iu manifesting their preferences. 

Oue man wants to revive the I’urituii 
Sunday uud another wuuts to abolish uil 
restraint. Oue believe* that the Uuy 
should be given to meditation uud pruyer 
uud uuotber desires to ride aud hunt uud 
piay golf. Wliut is u joy uud inspiration to 
oue is uu intolerable bore to another. What 
seems light to oue, is to Lis neighbor a 
suer Mege aud a siu. 

What ure we to do in such a situation? 
Social life is a family life ou a large scale. 
Each iu order to promote the family wel- 
lare, owes something to uli the others. Hu 
owes something of concession - for heal 
auce— of toieiatiou. He owes souiethiug of 
persouul sacrifice and self-repressiou. 


And so l venture, not to prescribe a 
rnle-bnt to suggest a principle of conduct. 
It may not he Ideal. It may not meet all 
cases, hut suppose we say that whatever a 
man sincerely believes will tend to im- 
prove H is physical and moral natures to- 
gether, without enoroacning upon the 
rights of others is a just aud proper thing 
for him to do on Sunday, Suppose we 
should try that. It would work well on 
any day but I believe it Is peculiarly appli- 
cable to most of these difficulties of Sun- 
day observance. 

It is broad enough to include radicals and 
conservatives and yet stringent enough to 
prevent the perversion of the true objects 
of the day. it Involves two obligations— 
the obligation to improve myself and the 
obligation to respect the rights of others. 

It 1 am living alone on a desert island 1 
am under obligations only to my own 
nature. There are a hundred things which 
it would be right for me to do, which 
would lie wrong under other conditions. 

But the moment 1 become a member of 
the sooial body a second obligation is laid 
upon me which necessarily modifies the 
first. Before yielding to mv own desires 
lam morally bound to consider whether 
1 am trampling upon the privileges of 
those with whom l am living. 

Inherently that which Is wrong to do on 
Sunday is wrong to do on a week day. But 
social sentiment, social practice alters these 
natural conditions. It is right to pray on 
Sunday. But if a man pray so as to dis 
tut b tue peace of His neighbors, then that 
kind of praying becomes wrong. It is 
Driving a 


right to play golf on Sunday, 
bull across the fields dues not disturb the 
equanimity of Heaven. But if it disturbs 
tiie domiimut sentiment of a community — 
if it interferes with others in tne exercise 
of their Sunday riglus— then it becomes 
wrong. 

It is not a religious question at all. It is 
not an ethical question until it involves the 
rights aud sentiments of society. There 
must be concessions on botli sides. The 
golfer must Jnot call the Sabbatarian a 
senseless fanatic aud the Sabbutariuti must 
not denounce the golfer us a godless infidel. 
The man who prays offensively must abate 
the offensive features of his prayer, and 
the man who plays golf ought to be man 
enough to refrain from Haunting in the 
face of the public that which public senti- 
ment condemns. 

That may not be sufficiently definite to 
satisfy either party. But that is not my 
business. I am trying to find a principle 
of common action, and it seems to me that 
the broadest and sufest one is for a man to 
use the day for Ills own highest good and 
to respect his neighbors’ feelings at the 
same time. And when these two oonllict, 
then let him adjust the difference iu the 
wise magnanimous spirit, with a courteous 
leaning to the side of His neighbor. 

And now keeping this principle in view, 
let me say that Sunday should be a clean 
day. 

Keep the smoke and grime and dust of 
the week’s toll out of it. Cut the thread of 
business on Saturday night. Do not pull it 
along with you iiito the next day— into the 
church— into the home cirole— iuto your 
recreations. It is intended to be liberty 
day. Enter into its freedom. Not because 
it is a sacrilege to touch one’s work on 
Sunday, but because the day cannot become 
to one’s life what it ought to be, unless the 
week day burdens are left behind. 

Let it be made a joyful day. Let it be 
looked forward to with pleasure, with an- 
ticipations (hat shall lighteu the duties of 
other days and make them easier to bear. 
Let it be filled with indulgences which a 
man is not ashumed of— with joys tliatsliall 
sweeten and purify his manhood aud send 
him back to his work better and stronger 
and happier than before. 1 know of no 
more effectual way of break iug the Sabbath 
—of violating its sanctities then to dedicate 
it to seclusions ami slavish abstinences uud 
unnatural alii ictions of tiie soul. 

1 believe too that it should be a day of 
worship. Iu former times it was dedicated 
entirely to the church. But public senti- 
ment lias efianged and now’ we are con- 
fronted with the dunger of losing the 
worsnipful element altogether. 1 say 
danger, because 1 believe that it blights the 
hearts of noble mauhood to live all tile 
time among the thiugs of mutter aud of 
sense. 

Nothing else so stimulates aud dignities a 
man as now and then to stand upright uud 
reulize his divine birth and listen to the 
voice of God. Every mun has the instincts 
of worship. Every man possesses tiie 
emotions and aspirations of the religious 
spirit. And what he needs is occasion— is 
opportunity to wake these emotions into 
vigorous life. There are many ways of do- 
ing this A man cun find God on the hill- 
tops and beside the brooks of the valley. 
He cun worship at the tire-side or under 
the blue dome of the sky. 

But still 1 believe that the church stands 
and always will, as tiie best and surest 
quickener of the sentiment of worship and 
the emotions of religion. Here where 
associations are sacred, where the grind 
and greed of tiie world are forgotten, 
where the individual feels the touch of tiie 
purpose common to all— hereby the out- 
flow of song, by the uplift of prayer, by 
the vision of noble ideals, every man 
ought to be touched and moved as nowhere 
else. I therefore believe that a mun loses 
something out of his llfp by not going to 
church. But I do not dogmatize. If he 
believes otherwise, if he can find a richer 
ministration to Ills life elsewhere, then by 
all means let him accept it there. 

Only let there be worship iu tiie day. 
Let there be some uplift of heart and will 
toward tiie high things of life— some silent, 
devout recognition of the infinite Soul of 
Goodness that embruces the world. 

1 believe also that it should be emphati- 
cally the home day, The home is the place 
where the sacredness of the Sabbath be- 
gins and ends. It is tiie family day, the 
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duty of all friends of humnnity to join 
hands against it. 

Our second responsibility Is to protect 
the dny from ail debasing and immoral 
sports. Society harbors a class of people 
who uro ever ready to transform liberty tx 
to license. They have no regard ft l che 
ished ideals, no respect for social moiuli 
—no interest in civil order and decency. 

For lax laws they invent evasions, and 
when there is no law at all they become 
irresponsible. They want what is called a 
“wide-open” Sunday. And when you give 
them that they abuse the privilege and 
scandalize the day in tiie eyes of all re- 
spectable people, ’i'll is is a real danger al- 
ways lurking iu the lower social levels 
ready to appear at the slightest encourage- 
ment. Our ‘.’nd responsibility is to keep 
the keys of freedom in respectable ban Is. 

And our third, is to sweep from the 
statute books every petty prohibition of 
decent and inoffensive recreations, Re- 
move these I’hurisuical refinements which 
no one respects, and yet which anyone oan 
unjustly employ. Make it possible for 
every citizen to engage in harmless amuse- 
ments without feeling like a criminal. I 
said tiie historic trend lias been toward 
more freedom. Gradually the Mosaic re- 
strictions have been left behind and . Sun- 
day l as become less and less a day of pious 
gloom, more und more a day of joy and 
recreation. 

Have tiie people grown worse? lias 
life become meaner and lower? Have 
ethical ideals aud spiritual values gone to 
decay ? On the contrary the splendid fact 
of a saner, nobler manhood and woman- 
hood faces us today and rebukes our feeble 
faith. 

Let us put away childish things. Let us 
trust the wisdom of humanity. 1 am not 
afraid for morality. 1 um not nfraid for 
religion. Leave that to the people. You 
cannot make holiness by legal enactments. 
You cannot save the churches by legislat- 
ing against bicycles and golf links. No 
fair-minded minister wants to preach to a 
congregation culled from their pleasures by 
a posse of policemen and herded together 
by the bayouets of law. 

If tiie church cannot survive except by 
barring up the doors of lire’s innocent at- 
tractions, then it is time for it to die. But 
the church will not die. Religion und 
morality will not die. There is no deuth 
for these fundamental sentiments of hu- 
manity. The spiritual tide may sometimes 
ebb. but soon again it will come Hooding up 
into every creek and inlet of human life. 
It is the pulse of progress. Let us have 
faith in God. Let us have faith in His 
men und women. As society moves for- 
ward, doubtless, more and more, will past 
restrictions be lifted from the Sabbath day, 
but with this larger freedom, if humanity 
be true to itself, there will also come a 
nobler self-control, and a clearer percep- 
tion of the vitul needs of body, mind uud 
soul.

Literary Notes 

A unique book is War’s Brighter Side, 
the latest production of Juliuu Ralph, the 
Americuu newspaper man who served as u 
correspondent in South Africa. It is not 
a war book, but a story of the adventures 
of four bright men with an army. It re- 
flects the life of an army as was uever 
none before. The book is Invested with 
a unique interest, both by the singularly 
attractive quality of the couteuts, which 
inolude the stories, poems, and sketches 
of some of the most popular modern 
authors, and also by the peculiar condi- 
tions under which these stories w r ere 
written. When the British army wus at 
Bloemfontein, preparing for the niaroh to 
Pretoria, Lord Roberts took advantage of 
the presence of the most brilliant group of 
writers ever brought together by journal- 
istic requirements, and requested them to 
make a newspaper for tlie army. The re- 
sult was something which deserves to be 
called unique. The four editors— Kipling, 
.Ralph, Gwynne, and .Landon— selected 
Mr. Ralph to act as editor of this book, 
which contains the best of the stories und 
poems contributed to “The Friend,” and 
. also presents u picture of the novel con- 
ditions under which the paper was pre- 
pared. The humorous and the exasperat- 
ing features ol newspaper editing and 
publication in tbe field uie vividly sketched 
by Mr. Ralph, who Las improved to the 
full tbe delightful opportunities afforded 
by tbe strange experiences of this rare 
board of ed'tors. The illustrations include 
portraits of the editors in the lield and at 
work in their improvised sanctum, one of 
Kipling's proofs as it was returned to li e 
Dutch compositor with vigorously uncom- 
plimentary notes by the uutlior, and many 
other lull-page pictures. A book so ricii 
on the literary side, und so picturesque 
and extraordinary in the circumstances of 
its origin, comes withu relish of its own 
which will be keenly appreciated. It ha* 
recently come from the press of D. Apple- 
ton und Company. 

A remarkable volume of history dealing 
with the struggles for Catholic suprema- 
cy In the last years of Queen Elizabeth is 
about to be published by the Appleloiis 
under the title Treason and Plot. The 
book is bused to a considerable extent 
upon material now used for the first 
time, especially the Spanish manuscripts 
tiaiiscribed at Siiuancas, and also manu- 
scripts in the possession of Lord Calthorpe, 
und unpublished papers in the Archives 
Natiouules, Paris, li has been usually as- 
sumed that with the defeat of the Armada 
the attempts to secure Catholic supremacy 
iu Etiglund und uu alliance with Spain 
came to an end, but Dr. Iluaie is able to 
show the continuance of this effort from 
1593 to 1003. He hus furnished u remarka- 
ble und most interesting chapter of new 
und important history. 


WASHINGTON LETTER. 

(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, May 13th, 1901. 

Secretary Gave declines to say anything 
for publication concerning the Wall street 
crash of last week, but It is known thnt 
he felt greatly relieved when the disturb- 
ance did not extend outside the ranks of 
the speculators. Asa financier of long ex- 
perience he knows that there is always 
danger that these speculative orgies may 
do great damage to the country when the 
inevitable collapse comes, by unsettling 
values and slinking confidence throughout 
business circles. Tbe government has no 
control of these things, but there are times 
when the secretary of the treasury may do 
much toward preventing financial trouble 
of a serious nature. For that reason Secre- 
tary Gage kept a close watch on the Wall 
street speculations, He was prepared to 
do what he could had the necessity arisen, 
but is very glad that in this case he was not 
called on to do an) thing. He is still buy- 
ing short time U. S. bonds, whenever they 
are offered at a nr ice l hat n akes it advan- 
tageous for tbe government to buy, and 
will continue to do so, because thereby he 
not only puts the money that is in the 
treasury back Into circulation, but saves 
interest for the Government. 

Secretary Root made short work or the 
ofileial career of a War Department official, 
who offered to sell oopies of official corre- 
spondence to the Counsel of Neely, who Is 
charged with the embezzlement ot Cuban 
postal funds. The olfer was made by W. 
1). Williams, private secretary for Col. Ed- 
wards, chief of the Insula division of the 
War Department, to Judge Lin say, of N. V. 
who at once reported It to Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox. Detectives hud no trouble in 
tracing the olfer to Williams, who acknow- 
ledged his guilt. Secretary Root at once 
dismissed him from the government ser- 
vice. He would also have been prosecuted, 
but Inasmuch as the copies he hail offered 
to sell were all recovered and would in any 
event. have been of no value in tbe case, it 
it wus decided that dismissal wus sufficient 
punishment. . . 

Mr. C. M. Sohwab, president of the new- 
ly-founded steel trust, known as the United 
States Steel Company, wus one of the most 
interesting witnesses yet heard by the In- 
dustrial Commission. He wus a very frank 
and willing witness, giving all that was 
asked except a copy of the syndicate agree 
ment, which he said he thought was pri- 
vate matter that he wouldn’t care to furnish 
at this time. He said the new 'company 
57 137 1 controlled about 70 per Cent of the steel 
products of the OOUVtry, and expressed the 
opinion that the consolidation under one 
head HOUld be beneficial all around. Whan 
n«ited wha! fctteetit would have on prices, 
he replied : ‘‘I IbJfik tbe tendency will be 
towards sOhiewhjt ^ do noi 

think there is a probability of big her prices 
unless something unforeseen happens.” 
When asked what, if any effect, the talk 
of the removal of the tariff on steel pftd- 
ucts, would have on Ills company, he re- 
plied : "Reduce the tarriff and the wages 
of labor will be reduced. Labor forms the 
largest element. Our greatest expor's 
have been iu rails aud billets, wherein 
labor is the least factor comparatively, 
and not in the lines upon which the most 
labor is exerted.” When asked to state 
what t fleet corporate consolidation would 
have on the chances of men for employ- 
ment, he said : “Opportunities were uever 
so great before ub they are now. for men of 
brain and energy who are willing to work. 
There was never fo great a scarcity of the 
special men who are required by manufac- 
tories. Men with such exceptional abili- 
ties have cbauoes equal to any such men 
ever bad. I doubt, however, if roeu with 
small capital have.” He said the average 
wages paid by tbe Carnegie Co. at Home- 
stead, last year, were $4 a day. The low- 
est was $1 50, but Mr. Sohwab said be was 
ashamed to tell wbat the highest was. 

Minister Conger Is iu Washington. He 
declines to discuss the Chinese question, 
further than to say that lie thinks it will be 
impossible for China to pay the amount of 
the indemnity that the representatives ol 
the powers have decided to denmud.

commercial oornbinatiou of the great Euro- 
pean nations, for the pi rpuse of making 
war upon Americuu trude, officials of that 
departmeut say in privite conversation, 
that no such reports would be in circula- 
tion, had the Senate ratified the reciprocity 
treaties negotiated with European nations, 
as President McKinley, in public messages 
and in conversation with Senators, repeat- 
edly requested. They udd that, in their 
opinion, it is still possible for tlie Senate 
to head off any European commercial com- 
bine uguiust us by promptly, at the next 
session, ratifying such of ihose treaties as 
are still alive, particularly that with 
France. 

Officials iu Washington cannot, of course, 
speak positively for President McKinley, 
but none of them has the remotest idea 
that President McKinley will tuke any 
official notice of the resolution udopted by 
the Hawaiian Legislature, asking for the 
removal of Gov. Dole, because he lias not 
allowed himself to be controlled by the ma 
jority of the legislature.

The Pan-American Exposition is now 
open to the public, nnd preparations have 
been begun for the Dedication Day Cere- 
monies, May 20 .

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State House Letter. 

(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, May 22. 

There has been a little more buckling 
down to business this week than turned 
out to be the case last week, when after two 
or three (lays of inrir.a’.t y.the Mouse found it 
self confronted with s»» short a calendar 
that for three days it adjourned by after- 
noon. The transfer of a large number of 
matters from the table, the reception of 
certain bills from the Senate, and the mak- 
ing of additional reports, has now length- 
ened out the document so that there will 
bo business enough for a while. 

It is doubtful if a legislative body, can in 
its collective sense suffer from heart dis- 
ease, therefore there are Indications of a 
recovery from the shock suffered by the 
members when Col. Gaston, chairman of 
tho board of directors of the Boston Ele- 
vated road, came to Beacon hill with the 
proposition which had not occurred to any 
of the parties in interest concerning the 
proposed now subway. Vs the readers of 
the Graphic are doubtless aware, there 
has been discussion between the Citizens’ 
Association and the Associated Boards of 
Trade, the latter represented by Mr. .1. B. 
Carter of your city, ns to whether the city 
of Boston should build the new Washing- 
ton street subway or whether it should be 
built by the Elevated road. The poiut 
sougQt was apparently municipal control 
of the subway when it was built. Now Col. 
Gaston comes al< > mr and proposes that the 
Elevated Bailway issue some seven million 
dollars worth of bonds, and that with this 
money the subway be bnilt by either the 
railway company or the transit commission 
as the General Court may determine. 

When the subway is built, the city is to 
lease it for a long term of years— prefera- 
bly ftO-to the Elevated Hallway. Amid ail 
the presents given to municipalities, noth- 
ing so generous as this has been suggested, 
in America at least. On the continent it is 
a rule to grant franchises in such a form 
that they shall revert to the municipality 
for a term of years. Of course this sug- 
gestion of the Elevated Railway is practi- 
cally a proposition to build at its own .ex- 
pense a subway which after it has had the 
use of it for a half centurj ) shall revert to 
the city. The fact that the transit commis- 
sion for the city controls it does uot ap- 
pear to be important. 

What Mr. Carter and his associates, and 
what the citizens of Boston and the metro- 
politan district will say to the legislature 
on this proposition is the point which has 
held tho matter uu for some days. The 
metropolitan committee does not know 
what to do. If a man believes in the muni- 
cipal control of transportation facilities, iin 
other words, in municipal ownership,) lie 
will not be likely to look forward with joy 
to the control of the subway by the Eleva- 
ted road for a lifetime even though the 
said road has paid for the subway: if lie 
desires to see three cent fares or something 
of that sort within a half century lie does 
uot look forward to ttie pro-pect with sat- 
isfaction ; but taking things as they are and 
us they seem likely to remain for a long 
time, it is merelyu question of whether the 
city of Bostou shall issuo bonds lor say -to 
years, and then make the Elevated Hall- 
way pay the interest and eventually the 

i inucipal on them, or whether the Eleva ed 
tailway shall itself issue the bonus. The 
indications are that Boston and the Gener- 
al Court will not let the Elevated Haitway’s 
generous proposition escape uutii at least 
it lias hurl tile tairest discussion. 

The red Utr toting problem seems to be 
settling itself in an excellent fashion. 
There is still a slight disposition on the 
part ot men like Hepreseoutive McPher- 
son of Framingham (who is on the redis- 
trioting committee, i to protest ugainst the 
transfer of Wellesley into the Newton Con- 
gressional district,— in fact, he would like 
to transfer Newtou itself mto thehih-andit 
is no secret that Wuitham would prefer to 
be annexed to the Newtou district or to the 
8th disttict to remaining in the 4th But, 
taken altogether, the work ot the sub-com- 
luittee. peiiormed with such sincerity and i 
iudustry, seems to suit the average legisla- 
tor. and presumably the uveruge politician 
verv well. Brookl tie was lint compelled 
to fuller u dilutee from Newtou after all, 
while Woburn, which had been a threat- 
ened infliction, was placed in the Hth dis- 
trict. The new 12th district does uot turn 
out to be us odd u bud us some had antici- 
pated. Bepreseututive Dean of Uroukltue, 
who looked out for the interests of the dis- 
trict, has evidently done his work very 
well. 

l'lie days have slipped by and Mr. Dana 
and his associates on the joint judic.ury 
committee have continued to get together 
every little while on the J. H. Carter peti- ; 
tiou for revision of th*-unti stock watering 
laws. The writer anticipates an early set- , 
tlement of this question, which will place 
upon Hepresentative Dana’s shoulders add- | 
ed responsibilities. It is thought that he 
will be asked to serve upou the special re- | 
cess committee to study the corporation ; 
laws, and us w ell as thut to draw up a re- 
vision of the uuti- stock watering act of* 
1&P4; he will uuUoubtedly have the chance 
to serve upon tins committee if lie desires 
to do so. and tiiis w ill mean live or six 
weeks work on the committee to codify the 
public statutes, and unj number added on 
this other revisiou committee, w ith a ten 
days or fortnight session of the General 
Court coming iu during the Autumu. ho 
thut Mr. Dana’s first year in legislation will 
probably strike him as u >eur pretty fully 
devoted to the service ot the Cummuu- 
wealth. 

Mr. Bullard of the railroad committee, 
which reported adversely on the bill to re- 
quire raiiroud companies to issue SOU nine 
linkage books ut the rute of 2 cents per 
mile must have come to the conclusion that 
some bills are like cats, with 'J lives. The 
committee reported no further legislation 
necessary on the annual report of Commis- 
sioner Bishop and his associates on the 
raiiroud board. Ou this report, Mr. Heed 
of Taunton, a trained parluueuuriau, gift- 
ed with plenty of audacity, secured the 
substitution of the ft<A> mile mileage bill. 
When the biU was substituted, Mr. Bullard 
plainly stated that the railroads had all 
adopted the policy of issuiug these books 
and that they would be ou sale ou all of 
the trunk lines within a few days. Not- 
withstanding this statement. Mr. Heed got 
his bill into the calendar aud it took its 
readings up to a week ago Monday, when, 
as stated in this oorrespoQdeuoe, the 
books having gone ou aale, Mr. Heed 
courteously slated that he would consent 
to the rejection of ihb measure. On Thurs- 
day, however, Mr. Bullard, chairman Tur 
tie, aud all of the members of the railroad 
committee with the exception of Mr.Horgau 
oi Boston being absent, Mr. lteed suddenly 
ruse iu his place and asked uuaumious con- 
sent to move a reconsideration of the rejec- 
tion of the bill. An objection ou tbe part 
of a single member would have made this 
impossible, as the measure was dead, un- 
der the rules, recoiisideraliou being impos- 
sible after one legislative day has passed 
from the time of rejection. Mr Morgan 
made no objection, aud nobody else oared 
enough uhout the matter to object, and so 
the motion was entertained by the chair 
aud to the surprise and disgust of tbe rail- 
road committee, the bill was aguiu put iu 
the calendar, (iu Friday Kepieseutative 
Turtle raised u point of order aguiust the 
measure, which itepreseututive Heed suid 
was uot w ell taken aud the bill was tabled 
until Speaker Myers could study out the 
issue. What Mr. Heed has now ottered is 
a substitute bill providing that ruiliouds 
shall freely advertise these mileage books 
for one jeui Hour the time of the passage 
ot the act.

A bill has been reported to transfer the 
powers and duties of the commission on 
the typographical survey and man of 
Massachusetts to the board of Harbor and 
Laud commissioners, of which F. N. Wales 
of your city is clerk.

The naming of u new prison commission, 
in which room is made for the paid chair- 
mau, F. G. Pettigrove, by dropping Her- 
bert D. Ward, was not quite unexpected. 
Mr. Ward made an active canvass for the 
position of chairman of the new' board. 
At tbe time tbe writer pointed out that 
this could not result successfully, as the 
transfer of the duties of superintendent 
of prisons to that official w ould necessitate 
the appointment of Mr. Pettigrove. whose 
successful administration of one office in- 
dicated the desirability of having him us 
executive officer of both commissions. Of 
course, the fact that Mr. Ward had sought 
to be the head of tho board marked him us 
the one to be dropped, that there might be 
entire harmony in the commission. No- 
body could doubt his interest in its work.

Several Hearings and Also 
Routine Business. 


Aldermen Brown, Chesley, Fisher, 
Hutchinson, Lothrop, Lowe, Norris, Pond, 
Pulslfer, Saltonstall, Stiokney, Trowbridge, 
Wardwell, Weed and President Baily were 
present nt the regular session of the board 
of aldermen, last Monday evening. 
hearings. 

At the hearings announced for taking 
land for sewers in Chuske avenue, 
Owutotm street and Grey Birch terrabe, no 
one appeared. 

At the hearing for taking land for sewer 
in Virginia road, Mr. Andrew Peters said 
he would never use the sewer, and that he 
was still paying for a sewer on the Wash- 
ington street side of his land. He thought 
the buildings too few and scattered for any 
sower. 

Mr. J. Horton Pryor represented the 
Ilioks, Williams and. Scott estates and re- 
monstrated against any assessment, al- 
though willing to give oonsent if not 
assessed. He believed it unjust to make 
them pay. He c’aimed that the city had al- 
ways refused their requests even for a loud 
of ashes. 

Mr. Joshua Hatton also believed the 
sewer would be of no benefit. 

At the heariug upon taking land for 
sewer in Elmore street, Mr. W. M. Morse 
favored the matter in order to reaoh a new 
house he was building. Mr. Patriok 
Molnerney believed the sewer should oome 
another way for the Morse house, and said 
no one wanted it in Elmore street. 

City Engineer Farnham stated that a 
route from Morseland avenue would not 
give proper drainage, and Mr. Molnerney 
doubted the statement with a ilow of 
language difficult to follow. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The mayor called the attention of the 
board to the seizure of land of W. 8 . 
Appleton at Oak Hill for water supply 
purposes, without compensation, and on 
motion of Alderman Weed the matter was 
referred to the committee on olaims and 
water department sitting jointly. 

The mayor also transmitted a petition of 
the permanent firemen for leave of absence 
of one day in eight, and statement of Chief 
Handlett that such action would cost 
about Sl82f), and the matter was referred to 
the committee on fire department. 

The request of the board of health for 
sewer in Langley road, Thompsonville, 
was referred to the sewer committee. 

The bond of Agent Stone of the board of 
health, as a Constable, with the American 
Surety Co. of New York, as surety for 
$3000 was approved. 

PETITIONS. 

The petition of Higgins et al., objecting 
to noise of powerhouse of the Newton & 
Boston Street Railway Co., was referred to 
the City Solicitor. 

That of the Telephone Co. for attach- 
ments on Erie avenue was referred to the 
Street Light Company and a hearing 
ordered for May 2‘Jth at 7.45 p. m., before 
the committee. 

Petitions of J. W. Foster for street water- 
ing on Bowdoin street and Hillside road; 
of Folsom et al., for crosswalk at Plain 
field street; of Heald et al , for crosswalk 
at Pine Ridge road ; of Bucon etal .rela 
tive to drainage of Pine Ridge road, and 
of Mrs, W. L. Chaloner for a sidewalk on 
Lowell avenue were referred to the high- 
way committee. 

Petitious of John Walsh for a junk 
llcen-e and of John EubCis for a wagon 
litwnse were referred to the liceuse com- 
mittee. 

Petitions of Wilbur Bros, for u common 
victualler’s license and of Santoli Bonifacio 
for a license as a street musician were 
granted without reference. 

A hearing was assigned on June 3rd, at 
7.45 p. m., on petition of A. R. Ilersom to 
locate a 4 horse power boiler at 338 Centre 
street.

Lesh for sewer in 
Beacon street were referred to the sewer 
committee. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 

Alderman Fisher presented the petition 
of F. U. Tuoker and others requesting the 
acceptance of proposition of the B St A. 
R. it , of a leuse of land on Church and 
Bellevue streets for S400 a year, for a play- 
ground for the smaller children, the 
grounds to be put into condition by citi- 
zens. Tlie matter was referred to the 
Park committee.

PLAINFIELD STREET. 

Alderman Wardwell called attention to 
the petition for laying out of Plainfield 
street whioh he claimed had been before 
the Highway committee for four years and 
inquired as to its presont status. 

Alderman Lothrop stated that the mat- 
ter was complicated witli a proposed 
change in ordinance which was now being 
considered by the committee. 

Alderman Wardwell stated that the 
change in ordinance was presented early in 
the year, and Jthat the rules require a re- 
port in three weeks or request for further 
line. He suggested that the committee be 
instructed to report at the next meeting. 
On request of Aldermen Saltonstall and 
Fisher that better work might be accom- 
plished if the committee was granted more 
Jme, the motion was changed »o as to re- 
quire a report in one mouth's time and 
adopted. 

ORDERB. 

The following orders were adopted: —

authorizing construction in Chaske avenue. 
Owatonu street, Gray Birch terrace and 
Elmore street; authorizing sewer construc- 
tion in Elliot, Chestnut, Winter, High and 
Melrose streets; assigning hearings June 3, 
for taking land for sewers in Whitman 
road and Moran street; assigning hearing 
June 3, on widening of High street; ap- 
propriating S25 for settlement of claim of 
iaury estate; appropriating $600 for settle- 
ment of claim of Frederick Johnson;

tions on Walnut street, Glen avenue and 
Elgin street; authorizing location of street 
lighten Melrose street; and treasurer to 
receive $275 from W. it B. .Street Railway 
company and city engineer to|expend same 
for plans, etc. 

With Alderman Weed in the chair, Presi- 
dent Baily moved the reconsideiation of 
the order requiring alteration of tracks of 
VV. & B. Street Railway company in Wash- 
ington street, Lower Falls. When this 
was done, President Baily offered perfect- 
ing amendments, limiting the scope of the 
order to points between Wales street and 
the Charles river. The amendments were 
carried and the amended order adopted. 

When the order of the finance cunnnittee 
appropriating $900 for completion of pres- 
ent contagious wards was reaohed, Aider- 
man Weed offered a substitute appropria- 
ting $2300 for furnishing such wards. 

Alderman Fisher explained that the 
finance committee had objected to the 
S 2 :wo order as establishing a new precedent 
aud as many of the articles in the schedule 
were peiishable. The committee were 
favorable to the hospital work but have 
selected the articles as properly go witli 
the building. Ou motion ot Alderman 
Weed the orders were then tabled. 

A CENTRAL PLAYGROUND. 

Alderman Hutchinson referring to the 
matter of playgrounds, suggested theadvis- 
ibility of one central playground of 30 
acres or so, so adapted as to be available 
for all kinds of 'out dour sports, with a 
brick gymnasium and a swimming tank for 
winter use. Such a scheme would be suit- 
able for a city like Newton and prove an 
attractive teuture, and would uudoubtedly 
cost no more than many small scattered 
playgrounds. He did not expect an early 
accomplishment but believed it worth cou- 
sideriug. 

Aldermau Weed heartily favored the 
ideu, and regretted that the Bullough pond 
project hud not been accepted. This plan 
however does uot take care of the small 
children. 

Alderman Brown sympathized with the 
movement and believed the Brookline batli 
house had beeu a first cluss investment lor 
that towu. 

Alderman Chesley also favored the idea. 

President Baily took the Hour and called 
uttentiou to the feasibility of adapting the 
present playground at Newton centre to 
the plan. He claimed tliut the High school 
was the nucleus for athletics and that the 
Newton Centre playground was only 10 
minutes ride from the High school. He 
thought it wiser to develop our present re- 
sources rather than involve large expense 
for land w bich could uot be more central. 
He also favored small playgrounds in each 
ward for little children. 

On motion ol Alderman Hutchinson the 
matter was referred to the park cammittee. 

Alderman Fisher called uttentiou to liie 
Memorial Day exercises und hoped the 
aldermen would turn out in good numbers. 
Aud at 9 40 o'clock the board adjourned

STAB CHAMBER PROCEEDINGS. 


Wo feel called upon to enter a public 
protest against tlie method pursued at the 
meetings of tin* school committee, where 
public business is transacted in executive 
session from which the press is excluded. 

The members of the school board are 
representatives of the public and all of 
their acts should be subject to the scrutiny 
ofjtheir constituents. No one can deny 
this fact, and yet at the last meeting of 
the committee, an executive session wat 
moved, immediately after roll call at X 
o’clock and adjournment was not reached 
until nearly six hours later. During this 
period important public business was 
transacted, without opportunity for pul*- 
licity. Such proceedings savor too strong- 
ly of star chamber methods, are unnmeri- 
ean, and cannot be too strongly con- 
demned. 

Tlie wishes of the people of the Upper 
Falls as evidenced by largely signed peti- 
tions were ignored, but by whose instiga- 
tion, we are unable to learn. 

The city 1ms been losing confidence in 
its school committee for several years, 
and although great care has been taken in 
the selection of its members in the immedi- 
ate past* the new men are either unwilling 
or unable to stand out for what is desired. 
Tlie executive session is cithern conven- 
ient cloak under which both old and new 
members cover tlieir sins of omission and 
commission, or it may be the veil which 
some unknown eliampion of the people is 
sturdily, but vainly endeavoring to re- 
move. t 

Suspicion is naturally attached to any 
action taken in executive session and the 
school board will continue to lie an object 
of distrust until its objectionable methods 
of transacting public business are elimin- 
ated. 


UEDISTRICTINU. 

The report of the committee on retlistrict- 
ing has been submitted to the Legislature 
by which this city is placed in the twelfth 
or Norfolk county district. This district 
is the same us tlie old Eleventh, with 
Avon, Braintree, Canton, Holbrook, Ran- 
dolph, Stoughton, Wellesley and Weymouth 
in Norfolk county, Hopkiutou in Middle- 
sex county, Blackstone, Meudon and 
Upton in Worcester county, added and 
the 4 Boston wards and Belmont deducted. 
The district contains a population of 
107,585, and an estimated republican major- 
ity of XUOO. The loss of the Boston wards 
will not be regretted by the politicians in 
the district, and Newton as tin- only city 
should have some influence in the congres- 
sional conventions in the future. 


DISCOURTEOUS TBEATM ENT. 

By its action on the petitions from Upper 
Falls, tlie school committee shows lint 
scant courtesy to the wishes of that dis- 
trict. Immediate and adverse action on 
matters of this character indicate either 
a policy of contempt for tlie'petitioners and 
their request, or show that the liourd lmd 
already prejudged tin* case and would 
brook no opposition. 

We believe tlie wishes of the people of 
Upper Falls are entitled to consideration 
even by such an unrepresentative body as 
the school committee has often proved 
itself to be. 

Some time \vc hope our public represen- 
tatives will leum the truth of Lincoln’s 
axiom “lint you can't fool all the people, 
all the tiin ." 

The proposition of tin* Boston Elevated 
to construct the Washington street sub- 
way at its own expense, on u. r iO years’ lcuso 
is an attractive one on its face. The pro- 
position is unusual und is advertised as an 
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The. Gas commissioners have recom- 
mended a reduction in price of gus in 
Waltham from $1.50 to $1.35 per looo feet. 
The Newton petition is still pending. 


The passage of the mill tax lull by the 
Legislature will cost Newton itcurly $21,- 
UOU.

Excellent Report in Full. 


Another year hns pone since you were 
called together to hear the animal reports 
«it the association and to discuss the plans 
for the work of another year. 

The past year lias undoubtedly had its 
mistakes and its disappointments yet 
withal we believe it to he a year of pro- 
gress. 

RELIGIOUS WORK. 

The work of the Religious Department 
is one that cannot he easily described on 
paper. It is a work that needs the careful 
prayerful attention of us nil and is a work 
in which we may all participate if we will. 
Our Sunday meetings have been held some 
large some small, but have been in quali- 
ty of the best. 

The support we have received from the 
pastor of our neighboring churches hns 
made this work much easier and the ad- 
vice and co-operation of such men lends 
encouragement to the further prosecution 
of the work. 

We believe there are many young men in 
Newton who can bear testimony, that these 
meetings have been a source of great help 
to them in their Christian life not only in 
what they have heard, but in what they 
have been privileged to do for others. 

Many of the active young men in our 
churches today are those who in this past 
and other years have developed their 
talent for Christian work in the religious 
work of our Association. 

The mission of the Association is not to 
imitate the church or to oppose her, but in 
every way to assist the churches realizing 
that to them we owe an allegiance as the 
institution appointed of God for the spread- 
ing of the Gospel of His Son among the 
Sons of men. 

Recently our committee have decided to 
observe the second Sunday of each mouth 
as a rally Sunday. The meetings that have 
been held on these Sundays have been re- 
markably attended numbering 17. r » to 250. 
These meetings have been addressed by 
the best of speakers and we believe will lie 
made an attraction among the many meet- 
ings which will be held in our city. 

We have to report that 8 young men liav< 
responded to our nppta^to live Christian 
lives. To these young men we look with 
much interest and sincerely pray that they 
may develop into the best kind of Christian 
men ami go into the work of their respec- 
tive churches to be of great value to them. 

The success of the ^religious work de- 
partment depends not upon the Gen. Sec., 
and chairman of the committee, but upon 
each and every one who loves his fellow 
and who is willing to share in tin* work of 
bringing him to the Gospel and the Gospel 
to lifm. 

SOCIAL AND BENEVOLENT WORK. 

The social life of our Association hns 
been helpful to us all. 

Speaking from personal experience the 
secretary wishes to state that lie has yet to 
find a people more cordial and social than 
the members and friends of the Associa- 
tion and of the churches who contribute to 
its support. 

Our business men’s reception held ou 
Wednesday evening. March 21, was an at- 
tempt along this line. It was with the desire 
of bringing our Association in touch with 
the business men of this city that this 
was arranged and its results were en- 
couraging to note. Several new members 
were obtained because of this and a friend- 
ly feeling aroused which we believe still 
exists. 

We believe that social work is more than 
a periodical serving out of ice-cream and 
cake, though this is wise occasionally, but 
the average man we touch day by day 
wants something more substantial than 
this. A cordial word, a friendly clasp of 
the hand ami a willingness to listen and 
sympathize with a fellow, will win and 
hold a man long after the ice-cream has 
melted and the cake lias been eaten. 

Our Association lias not laid the fundi 
to enter into the work of the cliaritie 
much as we would like but we have been 
enabled in a few small ways to assist in 
cases which we have found to have lie 
worthy. 

1. Two men have been supplied with 
clothing and shoes during the cold winti 
mouths. 

2 One box of clothing was given to 
girl of seven years who during the cold 
and stormy weather was obliged to stay 
away from school because she lacked tic 
things. 

3 A fellow called who was unable 
work out doors because his shoes were 
worn through. His want was supplied. 

4 Magazines and papers have many 
times been sent to the sick and poor. 

5 Fruit and flowers have been sent b 
the sick in the hospital, this through tile 
kindness of the visiting committee of our 
ladies auxiliary. 

d A stranded man in town wi 
vid ( ed with a bed and supper for the night 

7 Two men provided with suits of wi 
woolen underwear. 

8 Five men have been assisted to 
positions. 

9 Two women have secured work 
lauudresses. 

10 An elderly man taken sick in tow 
was provided transportation to his 
home some flu miles away. 

lu response to u call made some time 
ago several bundles of clothing we 
to the association's oilier and have from 
time to time been distributed in such in- 
stancas as mentioned above. 

We have on hand a list of desirable 
places where board and room may be 
taiued and to this lint we often refer n 
sist our young men and others who 
strangers in our town to secure rooms ii 
desiruble homes. 


are training to pass the physical examina- 
tion of the Roston Police Dep’t. 

We have made two additions tothe work 
of this department. First was the fitting 
up of our nail ns an indoor tennis court. 
This has proved a great attraction and 
hnrdlv a day hns passed hut what the 
court has been in use. This lias been a 
great advantage to the lovers of the game 
ami lias enabled them to keep in practice 
during the winter months. 

The second addition has been the intro- 
duction of tin* shuttle bonrd, a game of 
rnre sport. This game has done much to 
hold the men of our 'association and 
has been patronized continually. One 
particular good feature of the shuttle 
ionrd is that it interests and holds the 
older men and is regarded by them as a 
;nme worth tlieir attention. Wo are in- 
dited to a loyal friend of tlie association 
lio because of bis desire to help men, 
-lit ed us with this valuable game, 
“he interest the men have shown in these 
Indoor games goes to show conclusivly 
that tlie men may be attracted and held 
ust as long as we have the means and 
'facilities for holding them. 

During the past year we have fitted throe 
men who have successfully passed this 
examination one of them having n percent, 
randy equaled and two or three are now 
caring the blue coat and brass buttons of 
Roston : s police department. Another of 
these expects to take tlie examination for 
the Boston tire department and many we 
understand expect to take another exam- 
ination during the coming month of June. 

We have entertained visitors on our 
Gym floor from the state of South Carolina 
ml the 2.'»rd street branch of the N. Y. 
Association. 

It has been our pleasure during tlie 
oar to refresh some of tlie weary trnv- 
Uers through our city with a genuine 
shower bath. 

This has Indeed been a treat to many a 
man who lias unfortuately been deprived 
of tlie convenience which many of us 
joy. 

The work lias been good but we hope for 
bettor and believe that another year will 
show a marked increase as well as num- 
bers in the Physical department.

BOYS WORK DEPARTMENT. 

This department is bv no means an un- 
important one but on the contrary we be- 
lieve it to be the one to which we shall be 
obliged to devote more attention than 
liere-to-fore. 

It would be difficult to imagine a pros- 
perous future to our Association without 
a boy’s department. It is the feeder of 
tlie senior department. The school where 
tlie boys arc taught the A. B. C. of associ- 
ation life and from which they graduate 
into the larger work of tlie senior depart- 
ment. 

Realizing this many of our association 
are employing special secretaries skilled 
in tlie art of handling the boy and letting 
him loose upon tlie community that lie 
may draw under the influence of tlie asso- 
ciation the youth to whom they look for 
future support. 

One secretary has placed himself 
record as saying that the only hope of his 
association was from the boys that could 
>e secured ns junior members in the In- 
omlng 5 years. 

The president of the Brewers’ league or 
alliance that convened in Philadelphia a 
few years ago said, “We must have the 
boys. Without them we cannot run our 
business. Secure the boys at any cost.” 

If the rumseller wali/.es lie needs the 
boys for tlie futuie of bis business it would 
be unwise for us to imagine that we can 
conduct our business with a prosperous 
future without them. 

What value do you place upon a bov, 
especially if he is your boy: and if the 
boy in question is not your boy lie is some 
me else boy and hence is in value to liis 
intents what your boy is to you. The 
)oys of Newton today will be tlie young 
voters of 1910, and in 15 years from now 
will be occupying the places of many of us 
perhaps who are here tonight. What kitr’ 
of men will they be? Just tlie kind t 
men we make them. 

We have liad during tlie past year a 
Junjor membership ranging from 50 to"" 
from the ages of 11 or 12 to 10 years. 

This number with the friends they have 
brought in together with the larger number 
of poorer boys who have been invited 
makes a total of over 200 boys with whom 
we have liad personal dealings during this 
past year. 

During the disagreeable rainy days ... 
the past season as well as the cold and 
snowy days of the winter our rooms hav 
been alive with boys.

V\ e try and teach tlie boys tin* common 
courtesies due tlieir elders and to one 
another and also general instruction as to 
personal appearance and care of the body, 
It may seem a strange statement to 
make yet however true, that there at 
boys in this Garden city of ours to whom 
brush and comb area dream mid a piece < 
soap a ud u clean towel a horrible night- 
mare and the use of these articles a thing 
almost unknown. 

We might cite an instance where a la . 
was asked to step to the toilet room and 
brush bis hair and on going out there wi 
found him with bis hair wet and holding tin 
brush in bis hand wondering whether tlid 
Hat side of the brush was to pat the bail- 
down or tlie bristle side was to brush the 
hair up. 

A corner in our toilet room has be 
provided with soap, towel, brush, com! 
and mirror and many a boy lias passed 
through a wonderful transformation 
through these agencies. 

\N e maintain that a boy with his far 
and bunds cleaned and his hair hrushe 
is more of an ornament to our rooms than 
otherwise, and if some <»f our boys hav 
not been taught this elsewhere is it uu 
our duty to act as an instructor. 

With some of our boys we may not 1 
able to do much along the line of Godli- 
ness but Cleanliness is a long step in that 
direction so we attempt it. 


life of Christ, and boys of tlie Bible, illus- 
trating same with the black-board, clieml- 
1 1 s and other object lessons. 

These meetings have been well attended 
ml our boys are to be congratulated for 
tin* interest they have shown. 

On Sunday. Feb. 3nl, we observed a 
liildren’s Siimlav. Inviting the boys and 
girls of our neighboring Sunday schools, 
and gave an illustrated talk on disposition 
of character. The attendance at this 
meeting was 1*50 and all said they wanted 
i come again. 

On Sunday, March 17, we organized as a 
suit of our season’s work a boys’ Bible 
lass and have entered into a most inter- 
sting studv of tlie Roys of tin* Bible. 
Sunday. April 24th, was a memorable day 
n the history of the class and of the year’s 
>rk. Nine of our boys made profession 
conversion and said that as best we 
now bow wo will live Christian lives from 
slay. This we believe to be among tin* 
first ’fruits from the seed you have been 
sowing in this and other years. 

Wo have readied a point In boys’ work 
hero we dare not stop. The call for good 
manly boys is upon us and wo must meet 

Duty calls out tons and wo believe Ncw- 
n will respond. The question may be 
asked at this time, are there boys enough 
Newton to warrant a more vigorous 
prosecution of tills work. 

To this question we reply by quoting 
some statistics compiled from the report of 
the superintendent of public schools for 
the year 1900. 

The number of youth in our city between 
and 15 years of nge is 5,155. Of this 
number 999 are found in Wards 1 and 7. 

Of this number over oiie-linlf are boys, so 
that there are 500 boys to whom we owe a 
duty, and about whom we should throw 
our arms of love and service. 

If these 500 boys will be the men off to- 
morrow, the kind of men they will be de- 
pends on wlint we do for and with them. 

In addition to this there are over lixio 
boys who attend tlie schools near enough 
to the Association to be touched by its 
work : this does not include the 81(5 boys in 
our High school, many of whom are near 
enough to the Association to como in 
among us. 

closing our report concerning tlie 
boys’ work we wish to state that to the 
ihnirman of the boys’ work committee, 
Mr. E. O. Childs, Jr., we owe a great deal 
of the success of the \vor,k. His faithful- 
ness and co-operation have been such that 
the work 1ms been easier and the results 
greater than otherwise might have been. 

Then for your hoy and my boy ami the 1 
boys of other homes we enter into the 
work of another year, praying (toil’s bless- 
ing to be upon us. 

Before closing our report for tlie work of 
tlie year 1 cannot refrain from making 
mention of the noble support which we 
have liad from the Indies of our auxiliary. 
This body of ladies under tin* leadership of 
Mrs. A. F. Emery have admirably served 
the Association in this as in other years 
and it is to them we owe a debt of grati- 
tude for the home-like appearance and 
comfortable furnishings of our rooms. 

In our receptions and other social events 
they have made most charming hostesses, 
and indeed there are few Associations who 
have such an able corps of willing workers 
in its ladies’ auxiliary as lias our Associa- 
tion in Newton. 

Let us then, if for another year we are to 
work together in the Association Held 
make the work not the work of one man, 
or of tlie carrying out of bis ideas alone, 
but the work of us all. 

It is your work, and from you our 
friends anil contributors we would gladly 
ive such suggestions and advice as you 
may feel inclined to give, assuring you 
that the best way is the way we wish to 
pursue. 

For the young man of Newton, his body, 
liis mind and Ids spirit, these three we be- 
speak you hearty support, your constant 
sympathy and your sincere prayers.

Rev. Ezra Hoyt Bylng ton, D. D. 

Our oomnmni y was painfully shocked to 
learn of the sudden death of the Rev. Dr. 
Byington on Thursday morning last from 
heart failure In his home on Franklin 
street. 

During the week he had been attending 
the diamond jubilee meeting* of the Con- 
gregational Home Missionary Soolety in 
Tremont Temple, Boston, and it is thought 
that he unknowingly overtaxed his 
strength. 

The funeral services, after prayers at his 
home by the Rev. l)r. Davis, were held on 
Monday afternoon in Eliot church, of 
whioh he was a member, in the presenoe of 
a large audience. Many prominent Con- 
gregational olergymen were present as 
well as those from other denominations. 
There were beautiful floral tributes from 
friends and neighbors, and from his Bible 
class, and the Monday Evening Club, and a 
tloral tribute was placed upon his pew. 

The pallbearers were Rev. Dr. John A. 
Hamilton, representing the Mutual Bibie 
class of Eliot ohuroh ; Hon. Thomas Wes- 
tou, representing tlie Travelers’ Club of- 
Newton; Rev. Dr. S. L. B. Speare, repre- 
senting the Monday Evening Club of New- 
ton; Rev. I)r. Henry J. Patrick, represent- 
ing the Congregational Club ; Rev. Dr. A. 

S Twombly, representing the Newton Con- 
gregational Club, and Rev. Dr. George M. 
Adams, representing the N. E. ilistorio- 
Genealogioal Society. 

The servioes commenced .with the singing 
of the hymn, “Nearer my God to Thee,” 
followed by Scripture reading by the Rev.

In feeling 
terms the speukers told of their com- 
radeship with him, and the excellent 
character he maintained, and were eloquent 
and eulogistic in delivery. 

The music was under the direction of 
Mr. Everett E. Truette, church organist. 
The quartet was composed of Mrs. Frances 
Duntou Wood, soprano, Mfss Emily Emer 
sou, alto, Mr. Arthur K. Lane, tenor, and 
Mr. Harry B. Parmelee, bass, and their 
part was most effectively rendered. 

The ushers were these members of the 
Young Men’s Club of Eliot Congregational 
church: Thomas Weston, Jr., William T. 
Coppins, E, O. Childs, Jr., G. N. Putnam, 
A. W. Porter and O. T. Bourdou. The ar- 
rangements were In charge of Alderman 
Charles S. Ensign, secretary of the Newton 
Monday Evoning Club 
It was one of the most dignified and im- 
pressive funeral services ever held in our 
city. 

Ou Tuesday the remains were taken to 
New Iluven, Vt., where at 4 o'clock 
ohuroh services were held before the final 
interment. 

Dr, Byington was born in Illuesburg.Vt-, 
Sept. 8, 1828, graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Vermont in 1852, aud from the 
Andover Theological Seminary iu 1857. He 
received the degrees of A. M. in 1855, and 
in 1890 that of D. D. He was principal of 
the Underhill Vermont Academy, 1852-55; 
preached one year in Royalton, Vt. ; minis- 
ter at Windsor, Vt„ 1859-419; preached in 
Montreal, 18(59-70; settled in Bruuswiok, 
Me., 1870-8, uud pastor of the Bowdoin 
College c inch, and in Mousou, Muss, 
from- 1880-87. 

Since retirement from pastoral work he 
has been in great demand as a preaoher 
and lecturer, and for some four years was 
professor of “Systematic Theology” at the 
Lay College in Revere. 

lie has been president of tlie Connecticut 
Valley Congregational Club as well as a 
member of the Aluiuni Association of the 
University of Vermont, uud of the Ver- 
mont Association, one of which he has 
served us president. 

In 1892-93 he was librarian of the N E, 
Historical Genealogical Society, and in its 
Council, ulso u member of the Americun 
Historical Association. lie was u member 
of the Eliot church of Newton, the New- 
ton Ministers’ Union, the Newton Congre- 
gational Club and several other societies of 
the Cougregutional denomination, us well 
us other organizations of less notoriety. 

Of lute years Dr. Byington had been en 
gaged in home missionary and literary 
work. Among his published works were 
“The Puritan in England and New Eng- 
land, I’he Puritan as a Colouist and Re 

former,” “The Christ of Yesterday, Today 
and Forever,” also histories of the Congre 
gationul church iu Ilinesburgh ; of Wind- 
sor and of New Iluven. Vt.,and memorials 
of the Rev. E. Culter, I). D„ uud of the 
Rev. Henry A. lluzen, I). I). 

lu 1858 he married Miss Ann Eliza Hoyt 
who died iu 1883. lu 1887 he murried Mist 
Louisa .1. Workman, the daughter of Dr. 
Wiilium Workman of Worcester, who sur- 
vives him. His surviving relatives are u 
brother aud sister iu Vermont uud tlie Rev. 
Geo. Byington, who is settled iu Westport, 
this stute. 

l>r. Byington hus lived in Newton some 
eight yeurs and has been one of the mosl. 
popular citizeus, noted for his kindness and 
generosity and public spiritedness in the 
best of Christian woik.

Literary Notes 

"The Way of Belinda” by Frances 
Weston Carruth, published by Dodd Mead 
& Co., New York, is a wholesome aud 
charming little story of a young girl, 
•who like many others before her finds the 
path of true love anything but smooth, aud 
proceeds to work it out to a happy end iu 
a way that indicates strength of character 
and sweetness that bids fair for the future 
of her prospective husband. Belinda is a 
girl who has been brought up in the 
atmosphere of most exclusive Fifth 
avenue, New York, and the grand- 
mother who tried so hard to distort the 
girl's character iu the e’.Tort to have her 
see life from the same point of view, is a 
type that exists to the marring of muuy 
persons’ lives. But though B 3 linda tries 
to he a very obedient granddaughter, and 
to do those things which are expected, her 
own healthy miud aud keen humanness 
prevent her from being goody goody, and 
she proceeds to defy her grundmother, 
Mudume Ronalds, witiia steadiness that 
endears her to her readers, and makes her 
relative think that the world must he 
topsy turvey. But she does it all iu u dig- 
nified manner, and iu the end the grand- 
mother, if not seeing the error of her own 
way, at least gracefully accepts Belinda’s. 

Jerry Blake, the hero, comes dangerously 
near to being too attractive. Too much dwel- 
ling on him might uiukeoue prone to dissut- 
isfaatiou with the men one sees every day. 
lie belongs to that mysterious class known 
as reporters, und he is true blue. Also he 
loves Beliudu iu a way to suit the most 
exactlug But withal he is essentially a 
man’s man, uud there is nothiug mini by 
pumby about him. 

How Belinda’s way took her iuto settle- 
ment life in the lower East bale the story 
must be read to know. But her old gover- 
ness who is not old at all, and who lives 

• there devoting her life to the children is so 
sweet aud strong a oharaoter that appeals 
to the heart and common sense. Miss 
Carruth’s East bide atmosphere is particu- 
larly good, and written out of some experi- 
ence of work of her own iu a settlement iu 
Kivlugtou street. 

Miss Carruth is to be congratulated on 
her drawing of oharaoters. All are well 
defined and sustained, and presented with 
a sure touch that is prophesy of even better 
•work toooue-Ilonalds Castletou, the bach- 
elor, oousin and man about town is delight- 
ful and one parts with him with regret. 
The self made man of millions, his wife, 

. ambitious to be a shining social light, their 
son Dan, who is in love with Belinda, or 
thinks be Is, and is in a fair way to go to 

• the dogs, bis sister Leila, and Westoote the 
lEnglisnman who views life seriously, are 
•all different, and all most interesting. 

Taken as a whole the book Is out of the 
eommon run, and of a kind that will not 
grow tiresome. It shows great advanoe 
over Miss Carruth’s first nook, "Those 
Dale Girls" which has made a plaoe for 
itself by the truth and philosophy that are 
woven into the simple story. The writer 
may truthfully be said to have estab- 
lished herself as an author of girls’ books, 
but there are things in Belinda that make 
the observant reader believe that she will 
do something much stronger.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, May 20, 1901. 

Secretary Gage and his daughter, Mrs. 
Pieroe, left Washington this morning with 
the remains of Mrs. Gage, which will he 
interred at Rose Hill Cemetery, Chicago. 
There was a brief funerul service at Secre- 
tary Gage’s residence, conducted by Dr. 
N. A. Hillis, pastor of Plymouth church, 
Brooklyn, formerly of the CeuLul church, 
Chicago, an old personal friend of the fam- 
ily. The pall bearers, with the exception 
of Col. Bingham, of the Army, who repre- 
sented President McKinley, were ofilcials 
of the Treasury Department. Sorrow for 
the death of Mrs. Gage Is by no moans con- 
liued to official circles. During her resi- 
dence In Washington she endeared herself 
to many by her rare qualities both of heart 
and miud. Many telegrams of condolence 
were received by Secretary Gage before he 
left Washington, including one from the 
President and Mrs. McKinley and oue 
from each member of the presidential party 
in San Francisco. 

The turn for the better, which every one 
hopes will he permanent in Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s condition, slightly relieved the gloom 
in Washington caused by Mrs. Gage’s 
death. For several days Mrs. McKinley’s 
death was feared, but, although it wus 
known that Mrs. Gage had been unwell 
siuoe the 4th of March, when she contract- 
ed u case of grip, by getting wet during the 
Inauguration ceremonies ut the Cupitol, 
her death wus unexpected by the public 
and even by her family until a few hours 
before it occurred. 

Capt. R. L. Howze, of the Sixth U S. 
Cuvalry, who was Col. of the 34tn Voluu 
teers, recently mustered out, aud who is to 
be given a Commission as Brigadier Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, because of his splendid 
record iuthe Philippines, is iu Wushmgton. 
Besides resouing Lt Gilmore, and his men, 
his regiment rescued over 2,500 Spanish 
soldiers aud officers held us pr.souers by the 
Filipinos. Speaking of them, Col. Howze 
said : “The Spanish prisouhrs very appar- 
ently did uot try seriously to escupe from 
their insurgent captors. They were larg»- 
ly responsible for the ideas thut the insur- 
t ne insurgents entertained regarding 
Americans. They made the Filipinos 
believe that we were the very incar- 
nation of cruelty; thut their women 
would not he sate if the American soldiers 
prevailed. The insurgents murched the 
Spanish prisoners about with them. On 
arriving at a town, the prisoners would In* 
turned over to the Presideute or Mayor, ai.d 
he in turn, would quurter them nmong the 
residents within his jurisdiction. The 
householder, who was given twenty of the 
prisoners, for example, to cure for, was 
held responsible for their returu to the 
Presideute, und to the insurgent command- 
er. The insurgents were martinets iu 
those matters und did uot hesitate to shoot 
down the Filipinos who allowed prisoners 
to escape. When we rescued those Span- 
iards they were a sorry looking set. Many 
of them had utmost no clothing aud some 
were in rugs; others wore the insurgent 
uniform. We hud great diificulty iu keep- 
ing them from lootiug uud destroying the 
Filipinos.” 

Senator Foraker bus closed his Washing- 
ton House aud gone with his family to 
Ohio Before leaving Washington, the 
Senator said he expected to take his usual 
active part iu the Ohio gubernatorial cam- 
paign, and that there was uo reason to 
doubt the re-eleotiou of the entire republi- 
can tioket. It is understood that the Re- 
publican State oonvention will declare for 
Senator Foraker’s re eleotion, but he asked 
to be excused from discussing a matter so 
personal. 

Ex-Senator Gorman is 'playing for a big- 
iter stake tban bis old seat In the Seuate, iu 
trying to re-establish his hold on the State 
ofM*ryli tod. Be wants the Sepatorshlp, 
of oourse, if he oen get it. whioh Maryland 
republicans do not believe, but it is to be 
only a stepping stone to the democratic 
nomination for President. According to a 
Senator, wbo presumably kaows all about 
It, Mr. Gormau has the promise of a num- 
ber of Influential democrats that if he can 
get himself baok into the Senate and Mary- 
land back into the democratic column, they 
will support him as a candidate for the 
damooratlo presidential nomination. This, 
however, is only interesting as gossip, as 
the "if" whioh must be surmounted to get 
this promised support is a iltt le too big for 
Mr. Gormau to get over.

WASHINGTON LETTER. ' 

(From Our Regular Cnrre..ponilent.) | 

Washington, May 27, 1901. 

Senator Lodge is to bo ma le chairman of 
the Senate committee on Foreign relation*, 
as soon as the next session of congress 
opens, and will at onoe move for the abro- 
gation of the Clayton- Bui wer treaty. That 
Is the sum ai d substance of current goss p 
among prominent republicans, and If that 
program is carried out, it will necessarily 
bring the Isthmian canal question to an 
immediate Issue in oongress. The chair- 
manship of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee has been vaoant since the death 
of Senator Davis. Senator Frye has been 
acting ohairman, and as the senior repub- 
lican on the oommittee, would become 
chairman when the committees are re- 
organized at the next session; but his 
duties as president pro tern of the senate, 
and his intention to devote much time to 
the new Ship Subsidy bill, which he will 
introduce, will so fully occupy him that he 
does not, it is said, desire the chairman- 
ship of the Foreign Relations oommittee. 
Senator Cullom is the next republican on 
the oommittee, but his interest in the legis- 
lation likely to omne before the Interstate 
commerce oommittee, of which he is now 
ohairman, will, it is thought, cause him to 
withdraw his claim in favor of Senator 
Lodge. Should Senator Lodge become 
ohairman of the Foreign Relations commit- 
tee, it would be a decided set back for the 
Panama canal influence, as lie is strongly 
iu favor of the Nicaragua route. 

Secretary Root has listened to statements 
of representatives of the five cadets dis- 
missed from West Point, last week, with 
his approval, for insubordination, aud has 
informed the young men very candidly 
thiu, while he would see that their state- 
ments were investigated, lie was perfectly 
satisfied that their punishment wus just 
and fully deserved and hadn't the slightest 
idea that the investigation would result in 
any change in the sentences. These young 
men chose a very unfortnnate time to get 
into trouble with the authorities at the 
Military academy, as ever since the dis- 
closures ot the Congressional investigation 
of hazing at that institution, there has 
been a feeliug, iu official circles that heroic 
methods would be necessary in dealing 
with the next serious infraction of the 
rules. These five young men, and the six 
who were suspended, hippeued to g>-t 
mixed up in that infraction, and the im- 
presHon in Washington Is general that 
they are wasting their time in trying to get 
reinstated. 

{Secretary Gage resumed his duties this 
morning. He has long ago learned that 
the best remedy for sorrow and trouble of 
any kind is to keep the bruin fully ein 
ployed with hard work. 

The reported allianceof John R. McLean 
and James Kilbourne. for the purpose of 
preventing Tom L. .Johnson getting control 
uf the Ohi(f*dBiiiooratic state convention 
has furnished much gossip for the politi- 
cians who happen to be in Washington. It 
shows how impossible all the talk about 
democratic harmohy in Ohio has been. 

Everything is in readiness at the White 
House fo» the return of President and 
Mrs. McKinley, who will he warmly wel- 
comed Dack. Every b d, ii na site tf 
thankfulness for Mrs. McKinley’s im- 
proved condition. 

Mr. D. W. Martin, of Cal , who is now in 
Washington said of that portion of Presi- 
dent McKinely’s stay in that state which 
came under his personal observation: "His 
tour up the state was a great personal tri- 
umph, and everywhere the people went 
away charmed with his gracious conduct. 
At Pacific Grove where he met the veterans 
of the Grand Army, the president was in- 
troduced as their cominde. He talked to 
them after llie fashion of a comrade, and 
he hud not U e.i speaking fifteen minutes 
before he 1 ad halt the veterans in tears ut 
rtmeinbiuuces «<f the Civil war.” 

In reply to a letter from Capt. Hunter, 
of the Thiid U S. Calvary, now in the 
Philippines, saying that a number of his 
men whose terms were about to expire, 
would re-enlist if ussured that they would 
return to the United States when their 
tri.op wus onleitd home, the following 
communication was sent from the Adjutant 
General’s office, with the approval of Sec- 
retary Root: "Re-en listiuent does not pluce 
the soldiers in the category of long-servie*» 
men. It is ci nje m plated by the secretary i f 
w ar, that w hen the new conditions brought 
uhout oy the Army Re-organization bill 
adjust themselves, to announce to the army 
that it is not the policy of the government 
to continue i ffioers and men on foreign 
service for the mere reason that their 
superior physique has given them immun- 
ity from disease. This will mean that 
officers uud men will follow the fortunes 
of the organization to which they may be 
assigned.” 

A report just received by the department 
of state, from the U. S. Consul General at 
St. Petersburg, gives the figures in detail, 
of the commerce between the United States 
and Russia, for the calendar year 1900.

7b the School Committee of Newton: 

I beg to offer the following report : At 
the last meeting of the Hoard I was request- 
ed to report upon the matter of the experi- 
ment which has been made this year in 
certain schools, of having one session a 
day. There has always been some diversity 
In the hours of the Newton schools ; for in- 
stance, the Thompsonville School has for 
years begun its afternoon session at one 
o’clock, and closed at three: the Hyde 
School has had one session in its highest 
grammar grades in the month of June on 
account of the location of two school rooms 
in the third story, right under the roof ; the 
Oak Hill School begins its session at nine 
o’clock and closes at two. 

A year ago the school at Waban, and the 
Higelow and Underwood Schools were 
allowed to try the one session plan for a 
year at the solicitation of a large majority 
of the patrons in those two sections of the 
City. The Waban School is peculiar in 
being far removed from the center of the 
City, in having a very small number of 
nipils to each room, and the pupils coming 
ong distances to the school, which is about 
a mile from any electric car line. These 
conditions caused the request for the one 
session plan for that school to be granted 
with very little discussion. I should say 
the same reasons would warrant us in con- 
tinuing the experiment in that section of the 
City. 

The real problem comes, then, in connec- 
tion with the Higelow District containing 
the Higelow and Underwood Schools, cover- 
ing all grades below the High School. Here 
have been the most favorable opportunities 
to see the effect of the plan, and to form a 
conclusion as to whether it should become 
permanent. And yet I am free to say that 
we are hardly prepared to say that the plan 
should become permanent ; and on the 
other hand, in view of the fact that the plan 
is favored by a large majority of the patrons 
of the school and by the teachers, it seems 
unfair to stop the experiment at this point, 
There is a certain number of people hav- 
ing children in the Higelow and Underwood 
Schools, especially in the primary grades, 
who disapprove of the plan, and feel that 
the children are not doing so well under it 
as under the two session system. I have 
heard from a number of such people, and 
they seem to feel strongly about the matter. 

I do not think it strange that we are not 
able at the end of a year’s experiment with 
so radical a change to judge as to whether 
it should become permanent or not. 

It seems to me rather ridiculous to argue 
that children in normal health are injured 
by having to attend school twice a day for 
barely two hundred days in the year. The 
argument for one session could not reason 
ably rest on that point. The vital questions 
are whether the pupils do as much and as 
good work under the one session system, 
and whether it is beneficial or injurious to 
the health. Both of these are difficult ques- 
tions. 

In Cambridge there is only one school 
conducted on the one session plan, and al- 
though it has been so conducted for several 
years, no other public schools in that city 
have made the change. I should judge 
that the school authorities believe that it 
would take several years’ trial in any school 
to determine whether the plan were ex- 
pedient or not. Most of the teachers in 
the school referred to are in favor of the 
present arrangement, but some, when inter- 
viewed, confidentially stated that they 
taught school until twelve o’clock, and kept 
school until half-past one. 

In Watertown there is a school composed 
of the upper grammar grades and conducted 
on the departmental plan. In another part 
of Watertown is a large primary and gram- 
mar school, in which the primary pupils 
attend two sessions a day, and the grammar 
one. In these two Watertown schools 
which have been conducted under this plan 
for about ten years, there is much dis-satis- 
faction with the one session, and in one 
of the schools the teachers have united in 
desiring a change to the old system, stating 
that the two session plan is better for the 
pupils, although for their personal conven- 
ience, they prefer the one session, and 
recommend its discontinuance solely in the 
interests of the pupils. 

There are a few other one session gram 
mar or primary schools in New England. 
The most notable example of the one 
session plan is found in Brookline, where 
the schools have been thus conducted for a 
long term of years. I have been recently 
informed by three responsible parties, twe 
of them well known icsidents of Brookline, 
that the agitation which has grown 
strength for the last two or three years in 
favor of returning to the two session plan, 
has become so strong that it is belie veil by 
many that the change will be made in tli 
next school year. 

A few months ago, a very strong mov 
ment was made in Worcester to obtain the 
consent of the Board of Education to trying 
the one session system in a number of the 
public schools. The matter was very 
thoroughly worked up by a Citizens' Com- 
mittee, and the surrounding cities having 
one session schools were visited, and the 
school authorities interviewed. The School 
Board gave the matter thorough considera- 
tion, and reported that it was inexpedient to 
make such an experiment at the present 
time. 

Considering all these facts.it seems to me : 

hirst : That to adopt the one session 
even as an experiment for the entire City of 
Newton is simply out of the question. 
There are still many school rooms in the 
city not fit to lie occupied for such long 
sessions by the number of pupils that 'we 
have in most of our school rooms. The 
plan should not be thought of in any school 
building not ventilated by the most approved 
methods, and properly lighted. The ques- 
tion really is not whether we shall adopt the 
one session plan for the entire city, but 
whether we shall allow a sort of local option 
modified by the condition of the school 
buildings in the different parts of the city. 

Second : That the question is a much 
more doubtful one in regard to primary 
children than id regard to children of the 
grammar school age. 

Third : That as we want to form our own 
conclusions, even though we have evidence 
from other quarters, we would be fully 
wai ranted in continuing the experiment an 
other year in the Higelow District, simply 
because it has begun there and because the 


Higelow building is the best lighted and 
ventilated school building In the city, 

Fourth : That the experiment should not 
be extended during the next school year to 
other portions of the City, as in event of an 
adverse decision upon the problem, we 
ould beembarassed by having to make the 
change in several places. 

The question for the Hoard to decide, 
then, seems to nie, is whether one or two 
sections of the City shall be allowed to con- 
tinue this experiment, which, in view of its 
ipularity, must be considered as a great 
favor. 

The members of this Hoard, representing, 
as they do, the different sections of the 
City, are best qualified to judge whether it 
would be wise and fair to allow this privi- 
lege in one case and refuse it in others. 
‘ ersonally, I hope that for the sake of 
further investigating this problem that the 
other parts of the City may be willing to 
allow this privilege to the few schools in 
liich the experiment is now being made.

State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, May 29. 
This will not bo a very remarkable week 
for progress in legislation, as the faet that 
Memorial Day comes tomorrow will mean 
an adjournment over, and the following 
day, Friday, will nnturally see very thinly 
attended [sessions of both the House and 
Senate, so that today will naturally be the 
last full day for work in the week. 

The committees on metropolitan affairs 
and water supply secured extensions of 
time until Monday.whioh settled all reports 
on bills and petitions excepting those 
whloh have come in since the time for the 
receiving of new business had expired, and 
excepting the subway bill. Committee 
work is practically over, and a fortnight 
hence ought to see thiugs about wound up. 

But the biggest questions still remain un- 
settled. Iteferenoe was made last week to 
the proposition whioh came in from the 
elevated railway company, that it would 
construct the Washington street subway on 
condition that it be given a lease of the 
same for 50 years. Ou Saturday last, for 
the first time this year, there was a largely 
attended committee hearing, the committee 
on metropolitan affairs feeling compelled 
to pay attenUon to the protests of James 
Richard Carter of Newton and others 
which had been received, by giving the re- 
monstrants to the proposed scheme n head- 
ing. It was already pretty well under- 
stood that the committee hud decided to 
report a bill whioh permitted the elevuted 
railway to build the subway, the only ques- 
tion being us to the length of time the lease 
would run. Therefore Mr. Carter and his 
fellow remonstrants of the Associated 
Board of Trade were somewhat at a dis- 
advantage in making their pleas to the 
committee. 

There Is a great deal to be said in favor 
of each side of this controversy. In the 
first place, if the elevated railway Is will- 
ing to build the subway, or in other 
words to furnish the mouey to build 
it. while it is constructed under the 
auspices of the transit commission, 
(which is appoiuted by the Governor und 
the Mayor of Boston), it clears away many 
questions as to the issue of many millions 
of securities outside the debt limit of Bos- 
ton and other problems of a financial na- 
ture, which would confront the city. On the 
other hand, the socialistic element iu the 
metropolitau district and in the city at 
large, (and this does not neoessurily mean 
the social democrats, the socialistic labor 
people, or the Bryan element in the de- 
mocracy alone, but that element which 
feels thut great public enterprises are better 
conducted under the most absolute super- 
vision, if not under governmental auspices 
directly), looks askance ut this idea of a 50 
year lease. When to this element is added 
ouch able udministrutors as those repre- 
sented by Mr Curler und his associates, it 
would be natural for the general court to 
pause und got its bearings. It seems to be 
a stupendous propostion thut out of live 
cent fares collected from the people, a 
greut corporation dures to undertake to 
build u subway costing $7,000,000, which 
shull acuoiumodute only u portion of its 
trallio even then. But ussumiug tint it 
feels it sufe to undertake this, one is led to 
look ut the reasons for this action. 

In the first place, the elevuted has 
leuse of the Treiuont street subway run- 
ning for 25 yeurs, ut a rental of 4 7-10 per 
cent, of its cost. If ut uuy time duriug the 
quarter of a century it is found that the re- 
ceipts from fures— that is from tickets sold 
iu the subway— exceed this 4 7 10 per cent 
on the cost, the lease provides thut an addi- 
tional sum shull be paid to the city of 
Boston equivalent to u toll of five cents for 
each ear of 25 feet in length. The elevuted 
curs are much more thau 25 feet iu leugth, 
and the toll would naturally be ubout 10 
cents each on these. (The understanding 
is that they shull he reckoned ut 40 feet ) 
Now, assuming thut the city permits the 
railway company to build u second subway, 
the Wa-ihiugton street subway, of which it 
is to have exclusive control without addi- 
tional payment for 50 years, whut would 
happen when there comes to be an excess 
ot Income over this 4 7 10 per cent, in the 
Tremout street subwuy? The answer is 
obvious. The ears will be diverted through 
the Washington street subway. Other 
questions such us permanency of live cent 
lures for u hulf century und the postpone- 
ment of the possibility of municipal con- 
trol of the road for unequal length of time 
enter into this problem. Altogether the 
metropolitan affairs committee is to he ex- 
cused lor its course iu sitting day ufter day 
iu executive session for a week or more 
pust without coming to u final conclusion. 

speaker Myers Is exasperated beyond ex- 
pression at this situation. He is uuxlous 
that the geueial court should adjourn, and 
therefore is very much uuuoyed to have 
this problem thrust upou it iu its closing 
duys. Hut the Speaker should remember 
thut this thiug bus huppeued to ueurly 
every legislature in recent yeurs. The 
w riter recalls few exceptions to the rule, 
thut the most serious problems oome iu the 
closing sessions. It is unfortunute that 
this is so, but how cun it be helped)’ 

Ou Fnduy, Mr. Danu’s committee, the 
judiciary, reported iu luvor of a special 
committee of three senators und seven 
representatives to take under uousideiutiou 
the points luvolvud iu the petition of W K. 
Chester and others— Inducing J.K Carter, 
(Jorbuui 1). Gilman, and other Newtuu 
men, (or a revision of the anti stuck water- 
ing laws. All sides have agreed that this 


On Monday the special recess committee 
of 51 on the revision of the public statutes 
met and chose n sab-committee to lay out 
the work of the body. It Is to meet in thp 
Senate chamber, and Its deliberations will 
have all the marks of legislative session. 

The bill to Impose a state tax of $l,(*Xi,000 
for the benefit of schools was rejected by 
the Senate last week by a decisive vote, 15 
to 10. Senator Nutt voted in favor of the 
bill, doubtless because it w as a benefit to 
certnin towns in his district, including his 
own town. It is a matter for congratula- 
tion that the Senate Itself should have 
killed this hill rather than It should have 
been carried up to the Governor, where it 
would undeniably have met a veto. The 
writer Iihh watched the discussions on this 
measure for a decade. First it came in as 

proposition to distribute the bank and 
corporation tax on the basis of population, 
but this was found to be impracticable ; it 
has been in its present form for several 
years now. The state board of education 
gave the proposition only partial support 
this year, which is a matter for sincere 
congratulation. It is an unfortunate faet 
that most if not all the members have 
favored it In some former years, and Mr. 
Aldrich and his associates are to be con- 
gratulated on their good sense. 

Still, nothing better can he done for the 
Commonwealth and its schools than for 
the members of the stnte board of educa- 
tion to take under serious consideration 
what sort of a scheme they can devise for 
the better division of the income of the 
Massachusetts School Fund, so as to assist 
towns that need it and withdraw assistance 
from towns which are now claiming help 
without any particular need. The present 
scheme for the decision of the school fund 
Is evidently not founded upon the needs of 
the towns so much as on a theory, and so 
long as it continues, the mill tux will he a 
menace.

the amount to be assessed annually upon 
cities and towns uuder the metropolitan 
water act. The change provides that any 
city or town assessed upon its full valua- 
tion and population and furnishing a part 
of its water supply from its own works or 
which receives a supply from a water com- 
pany, shall be allowed a credit on its ap- 
portionment of a sum equal to $12 for each 
million gallons of water furnished as afore- 
said, to be determined by the water board 
and certified to the treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The committee on ways and means has 
reported a resolve for an Investigation into 
the feasibility of a dam across the Charles 
river, creating a Charles river basin, with 
very material amendments which may, 
or may not effect the passage of the' 
resolve. The provisions are that the ex- 
pense of this special investigation— which 
las been variously estimated as from S10, 
000 to $50,000— shall be borne by the cities 
of Cambridge and Boston, and that the re 
solve shall not take effect until it has been 
accepted by the city councils of both these 
oities: also that the commission, after mak- 
ing its investigation, shall report back to the 
General Court what cities and towns will 
be benefited by the establishment of this 
river basin, in order to furnish a basis for 
the assessment of the expense. Many con- 
sider that this is an extremely black eye 
administered to the whole proposition, but 
possibly it will be allowed to go through 
with these amendments notwithstanding.

The difference between the long suit 
game and the short suit game is one of 
principle. It is undoubtedly true that a 
short suit opening in many hauds will win 
more tricks than the regulation lead, and 
if it was possible to find a partner able and 
willing to stand all the Idiosyncrasies of 
the average whist fiend, an ideal pair 
could probably be developed. The trouble 
is that persons who play whist are human, 
and therefore liable to err, not only as to 
the inoBt advantageous open lug from 
every hand, but the third hand with un- 
limited possibilities, may misunderstand 
the motive underlying the lead. This is 
the reason why systems are in such gen- 
eral use. The difference between loug and 
short suit systems, therefore must be 
judged, not from the few cases where one 
system is better than the other, but by the 
many, and thut system adopted, which 
obtains the larger percentage of gain und 
the smaller percentage of loss iu both 
offensive und defensive hands. 

The average player is apt to base his sys- 
tem ou offensive play alone, and gives scant 
attention to the equally important factor 
of defeuoe. Viewed from a defensive 
standpoint, the long suit game is almost 
invincible. A lead from a long weak suit, 
in an ull round weak hund, is the very- 
best possible play, in ulne cases out of 
ten. The logic is very simple. A weak 
suit of five cards, leaves only eight others 
to be divided among three players, the 
average division of which would be :t 2 2, 
in a few instuuoes it might be 4 3 l or 4-2-2 
and very rarely 5 30 or 5-2 1. The 
chances are that the high cuds will be 
brought out by the second round, and iu 
any event if the cards He so that not u 
trick is taken iu the suit, it is far better 
leud than to kill a possible wiuuer iu part 
tiers hund by the leud of a short suit.

By all means, Messrs, school committee, 
discuss the reputation of your teachers be- 
hind closed doors but when your course of 
action is decided, stand up like men and 
let your constituents know where you are.

The Medical Inspection of Schools. 

T 1 tlie Editor of the Chronicle:— 

I have read with much interest your edi- 
torial of last week on the Medical Inspec- 
tion of Public Schools in Newton. Will 
you kindly publish the following imperfect 
account of what has been attempted In the 
same line of preventive work in Brookline? 
MKHIOAL INSPECTION OF PUI1LIC SCHOOLS. 


It is generally admitted that it is through 
schools more than in any other way that 
children are exposed to the more common 
infeotlous diseases. The medical inspeo 
tion of public schools was begun in Brook 
line on December 11th, 1804. Boston has 
tlie honor of being the first municipality in 
this country to establish this inspection, 
which was begun in November of the Fame 
year, 18H4. 

Diphtheria was unusaily prevalent in Bos 
ton that fall and was the immed iate cause 
for this action of the Board of Health. 
The agent of the Board was authorized to 
arrange for and supervise the iftspectlons, 
and the morning alter tlie vote of the 
Board, the six medical inspectors had been 
selected and assigned to their respective 
schools, then fifteen in number. The school 
department co-operated with the Board of 
Health in this measure and continues to do 
so most cordially, tlie tiuant officer being 
of great assistance. Excepting the New- 
ton street school, which is not in a densely 
populated district, and has but twelve or 
fourteen pupils, all the public schools of 
the town ate systematically inspected, 
dally, or less frequently, according to the 
requirements of the situation. During 
some periods since ism the inspection has 
been wholly suspended, because the free- 
dom of the town from contagious diseases 
has seemed to warrant it. 

Soon after tlie parochial school was 
opened, the Board of Health offered it the 
sume medical inspections that the public 
schools have, atul the offer was accepted. 

At the beginning the Agent of the Board 
called a meeting of the Medical Inspectors 
and the substitutes, and explained the sys- 
tem in use in Boston. The inspection is 
made a little after nine a. in., that being 
the time suggested by the Superintendent 
of Schools, and each rooms is visited. 

The teacher in charge of the room reports 
any pupil who seems to be iu any way ill, 
and iu addition to this the doctor makes a 
general survey of all the oliildren in each 
room, if any child seems to be ailing, the 
Inspector advises the teacher as to whether 
tlie child should be allowed to remain in 
school or not, and in the latter event, semis 
u uote to the child's parents on u blank pro- 
vided for tlie purpose, stating thut the child 
is ill, and whether in his opiuion the fam- 
ily physician should he sent for. 

In examining the throats of pupils, neat, 
inexpensive wooden tongue depressors ure 
used-, oue for each throat, and then burned. 
This is an important precaution and fore- 
stalls criticism. When necessary the doc- 
tor makes a bacteriological culture from 
the pupil’s throat, thus detecting us early 
as passible the cause of the sore throat, a 
very necessary measure in light cases of 
diphtheria iu crowded school rooms Some- 
times all the throats in a room are exam- 
ined with or without cultures, uccording to 
circumstances, fur in this way only is it 
possible to know whether or not it is safe 
for a child to attend school. Such children 
as are infected with diphtheria, even if not 
ill ure thus discovered, uud are excluded 
until the cultures made at home show they 
may return to school without endangering 
the health of other children. At first this 
method caused the inspectors and the 
agents more or less trouble from dissatis- 
fied parents, but the past year, through a 
better understanding ou the ( art of parents 
and children, who notice also that all are 
treated alike, there has been practically no 
friction at all. 


SMALI.-POX. 

The Public Statutes require that no child 
who has not been duly vaccinated shall be 
admitted to u public school except upon 
a certificate signed by a practicing physi- 
cian s ating tiiat such child is un unfit sub- 
ject for vaccination. The Medical Inspec- 
tors, with tlie co-operation of the school 
department, have now ascertained the con- 
dition of each child us to vaccination, and 
every school room is provided with a pack 
of card certificates which show the exact 
status of every pupil iti the room in this re- 
gard. As a result of these inspections, 
children have been largely removed from 
exposure to scarlet fever, diphtheria, small 
pox, measles, mumps, whooping cough. 
Get man measles and chickeupox, besides 
two or three contagious parasitic affections 
notably pediculosis capitis (lice). In some 
of the primary schools this last trouble has 
prevailed to such un extent, and the need 
of proper treatment was so urgent, that au 
exception was made in this one instance to 
the rule forbidding the giving of prescrip- 
tions, and each child ueediug it was given 
printed directions to buy uud properly 
apply a good supply of crude petroleum, 
uud with excel eut results. 

Besides ohiidien who must be excluded 
from school for the benefit of others, there 
are a number who suffer from non conta- 
gious, though perhaps severe and disabling 
diseases, or who are mentally or physically 
belcw the normal stamlurd. Though the 
teachers ure advised us to the more urgeut 
oases of this class, by far the greater por- 
tion of the Inspector's time and attention 
has always been given to tiie detection and 
prevention of infectious diseases. 

Great good c -uld be accomplished by 
having a competent oculist make a system- 
atic examination, at least once, ot all the 
childieu iu the grammar school grades, for 
iu many cases the results of uncorrected 
imperfect vision are eye strain, habitual 
headache, and uervous debility. 

Among the good results of the inspection 
there bn* been noticed an improvement in 
tlie cleanliness of some of the children, and 
greater neatness aud cleanliness of their 
clothing, thus simplifying the problem of 
school room ventilation, though we nave 
not yet put shower butlis into tlie base- 
ments of our new tchool buildings, as Bos- 
ton and some other cities have wisely done. 

Still another result noticed after the be- 
ginning of school inspection is that many of 
tlie less careful parents now keep ut home 
any child found at all ill, u benefit not only 
to the children at school, if tlie illness 
proves to be contagious, out iu uuy event a 
benefit to the sick child. 

Another important advantage secured by 
the inspections is that pareuls aud teachers 
have come to know that us a result of tlie 
systematic search, with cultures or other- 
wise. for light or undetected cases of cou- 
tugious diseases, with disinfection with 
formaldehyde when necessary, it is safe 
for the children to continue in school iu 
time of tlireuteued or uctuul epidemic. As 
u consequence, dm ingghe school year just 
ending, though diphtheria was unu.-u.n y 
prevalent in tlie town uts well us tu all sui- 
rnuudiug towns), not u school nor even u 
single room hud to be closed for a single 
day, either by order ot the authorities or 
through apprehension of puteuts 

The inspections ure paid from tlie 
Health uppropriutiuu, the Inspector re- 
ceiving one dollar for each inspection, ami 
having from uue tu three schools to visit, 
according to their size uud location, if his 
visit requires more than an hour, he re- 
ceives $2, but as u rule it does not. 

Inspectors ure occasionally authorized to 
tmike cultures ut the homes of poor pupils, 
ami of others who cannot well afford u phy- 
sician, also, when so directed by the Agent 
of tlie Board, to make free cultuies for re 
lease utter diphtheria, ami iu certain cases 
to give protective uutitoxiu win 11 desired 
to persons exposed to thut disease. Kxpe 
lienee has shove 11 the practical value of 
these measures. 

At preseut inspections are made once a 
week in some ot the schools, aud twice a 
week iu the others, according tu the local 
conditions.

Sixteen separate buildings are devoted 
to live stock besides a model stable 
that is prncticnlly and scientifically In 
advance of anything so far attempted. 

Besides all this, one-qunrter of the 
great Liberal Arts building is devoted 
to food products, nnd many of the ex- 
hibits in other pnrts of the building 
may be traced directly or indirectly to 
the soil. 

The Stadium with its one-quarter 
mile track will be devoted at certain 
times to' the exhibition of live stock, 
including mnny kinds of animals not 
generally considered in the lntitude of 
Buffalo as belonging to the farm. 

One of the most elaborate Horticul- 
tural buildings ever planned stands in 
a conspicuous section of the grounds, 
which will be stocked with such a lux- 
urious assortment of fruits from every 
section of North and South American 
countries ns to easily outclass any for- 
mer attempt in this direction. 

Forestry is represented in n charac- 
teristic building, built of logs, which is 
in itself typical of unture’s spontaneous 
outgrowth for the preservation nnd con- 
servation of moisture. Exhibits con- 
tained in this odd structure will show 
how subtle is the connection between 
successful farming and a proper forest 
preserve. 

In the windmill section will be shown 
many varieties of the latest and best 
samples of this useful power generator, 
together with useful applications of 
this Inexpensive energy to the relief 
and profit of the fnrmer in many 
branches of agricultural business. 

We now come to the Machinery and 
Transportation building, which is 500 
feet long by 350 feet in width, every 


the higher places and deposits the 
earth thus collected In the lower places 
or depressions. A comparatively level 
field is thus reduced to a series of ta- 
bles envied water levels. These tables 
are then Irrigated at intervals, as re- 
quired. during tlie growing season, ns 
the water on ground thus prepared 
may he made to flow even in drill 
marks. 

Undetd raining is often a necessary 
accompaniment which adds consider- 
ably to the expense, though, if proper- 
ly done on suitable soil, the resultant 
crops may he doubled or even Increas- 
ed threefold. 

Another great Improvement in spe- 
cific machinery is In facilities for han- 
dling the great American corn crop In 
its varied branches, kinds nnd grades. 
This lias attained such a degree of per- 
fection that a crop that was once ma- 
nipulated entirely by manual labor Is 
now In some places never touched by 
liaml, from the planting of the seed to 
the weighing of the yield. * 

It would he difficult indeed to men- 
tion one Item in a subject like this that 
would l»e of more general Interest than 
others. The thousands, we might say 
millions, who visit the Exposition must 
each make their individual selection 
nnd follow where their inclination 
lends them. If they have time enough 
at their disposal, they will, no doubt, 
find what Interests them most, nnd, no 
matter what it is, they will find it 
represented In a manner that is at once 
comprehensive and valuable.

PORTO RICO’S RESOURCES. 

They Will De Exhibited at the Pan- 
Amcrlenn Exposition. 

The enterprise of Porto Rico is evi- 
denced by the preparations that are 
now being made for its participation in 
the rnn-Amerienn Exposition at Buffa- 
lo next summer. 

The residents of this new possession 
of the United States are wide awake to 
the fact that their interests will be well 
served by a display of the Island’s re- 
sources. An appropriation of $10,000 
has been made for a building and nn 
exhibit. The building, which will have 
a desirable location in the Court of 
State and Foreign buildings, will he in 
the form of a kiosk, a one story struc- 
ture, with a cupola, 55 feet in height. 

The building will he constructed en- 
tirely of native woods of all varieties, 
the floor belfig of hard wood tiling. It 
will be quite imposing, the Moorish 
style of architecture being followed. 

In the kiosk will be shown the work 
of women, such as embroidery, drawn 
and lace work, etc., in which the wom- 
en of the Island excel. There will also 
he a coffee and cigar stand, where Por- 
to Rican coffee will he made and served 
by charming Porto IUcan senoritas. 



foot of which is replete with elaborate 
decorations in both design and color. 
No machinery exhibit ever had such 
provision made for its reception, nnd 
no former collection In tills line, wheth- 
er farm or general, ever merited so 
much attention. 

This whole building will be alive with 
motion of every knowu variety— circu- 
lar, oscillating, compensating, cam. ec- 
centric ellipse, epicyclle and almost ev- 
ery other motion known In modern me- 
chanics. Most of these intricacies will 
he found embodied in the different me- 
o4uinical movements that are Instru- 
mental in lightening the American 
farmer’s labor, thereby placing him at 
an advantage in his inevitable compe- 
tition with cheap labor in Europe. 

Machinery that is more intimately 
connected with farm work is housed 
in the Stadium, as this structure alone 
uffords sufficient room for the size and 
diversify of this exhibit. Floor space 
to the amount of 50.000 square feet In 
this modern coliseum is provided 
with electric power for the purpose of 
driving the tnuuy agricultural ma- 
chines displayed in this building. 

Machinery is represented here that 
prepares the soil, sows the seed, culti- 
vates the growing pluuts. even to weed- 
ing the hoe crop, and finally harvests 
the ripened product, separates the ker- 
nel from the stalk and divides the seeds 
into grades, as required. 

Licheus and mosses from the far 
North, hardy north temperate grains, 
fruits and roots, temperate American 
Indian corn, winter wheut and their al- 
lied products, us well us Southern rice, 
Kaffir corn, cotton and u thousand oth- 
er modem necessities, will ull have 
their respective connecting mechanism 
representations lu this elaborate ma- 
chinery section that is destined to tell 
the story of our modern diversified 
couutry life lu a much more eloquent 
manner than our vocabulury is capable 
of doing. Besides these geuerul divi- 
sions, specific cases are carefully con- 
sidered. Irrigation is such an impor- 
tant udjunct to modern furming, even 
in the sections that are not considered 
arid, that especial machinery is now in 
practical use that u few yeurs ago was 
never thought of. 

For leveling the ground a machine 
called a plaue is used. It is simply a 
huge hit, or knife, of steel suspended 
on a long frame, supported ‘‘fore and 
aft” by wheels, lu use it shaves off

; The Island will have 1.200 square feet

sugar, coffee and tobacco in various 
stages of growth and manufacture., 
Nearly every species of plants nnd 
trees of the Island which will bear 
transportation will be sent to Buffalo. 

Besides everything produced and 
manufactured on the Islaud, lnstruct- 
I ive tables of Information have been 
prepared which will be invaluable to 
agriculturists and others intending to 
Invest In Porto Rico.

Among the interesting features of 
the. Mexican exhibit at the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition will be the Mexican 
Government Mounted Band and Mount- 
ed ‘‘Hurales,” the personnel of which 
will he as follows: 

A chief, with an adjutant offleer. 

Fifty musicians, with a commanding 
officer. 

Twenty mounted “ruralet^” with a 
mounted commanding officer. 

A corporal and four Infantry soldiers, 
a corporal and four mounted soldiers, 
a corporal and four artillery soldiers 
and a corporal and four engineers. 
This group will he commanded by a 
second class captain. 

The total force will he as follows: A 
chief, -1 officers. 00 soldiers and 20 
horses. They will he quartered in the 
“Streets of Mexico." 

There will be sepurute departments 
for the chief, for the cavulry und for 
the rest of the force.

CO- 1 DU CATION POPULAR- 

Tlicrn nr* 1'5,000 More Girl* In Co-etluca« 
>, tloiml 

A statement has lately been made, 
nml widely circulated, that more glrU 
are studying in separate colleges for 
Women than in coeducational colleges; 
and the conclusion is drawn that tho 
majority of American girls, or of their 
parents, prefer separate education for 
women. 

Hbn. William T. Harris. National 
Commissioner of Education, furnishes 
statistics showing that in America tho 
vast majority of the young men nnd 
women who are now taking the higher 
education are taking it in common. 
He writes: 

“In 1898-’99 the undergraduate col- 
lege. students are reported ns follows: 

Men. Women. 

161 Institutions for men 26.680 
366 Co-educational insti- 
tutions 36,938 19,036 

13 Colleges for women V 48 

132 Female Colleges nnd 

seminaries* 10,637 

•108 of these are In Southern States. 

“By this you will see that the co- 
educational Institutions enroll 10.000 
more men than the institutions ex- 
clusively for men, and also enroll 
4.000 nnd upwards more women than 
the thirteen colleges for women of the 
same rank as the colleges for men, 
added to the 132 female colleges and 
seminaries which do not have a course 
of study equal to the average college 
course of study for men. The num- 
ber of women in coeducational insti- 
tutions is nearly 15,000 greater than 
tho number in the thirteen colleges 
for women that hold the same rank 
as the best colleges for men.” 

These facts have a direct bearing on 
the suffrage question. While many 
distinguished friends of equal suffrage 
have come from separate colleges, 
there can be no doubt that coeduca- 
tion tends toward a belief in equal 
rights. The young man who has 
studied side by side with young wo- 
men during a four years’ course gets 
rid of any superstition about women’s 
want of brains; and the young woman 
who has taken part with young men 
In class meetings and class elections 
finds out that the American man is 
not a savage monster whom it would 
be dangerous to meet at the polls, but 
n good comrhde and a chivalrous 
friend. — Alice Stone Blackwell. 

Women's School Vote lu Chicago. 

It has been widely heralded that in 
Chicago only between two and three 
thousand women registered to vote for 
a trustee of the State University. Not 
long ago a table was published show- 
ing the school vote of men in a num- 
ber of Illinois towns. In one town 
only two men voted, and in several 
others the record was not much bet- 
ter. But no attention is paid to this 
fact. It is felt that if only one man 
in a town is public-spirited enough to 
vote, he should have the privilege of 
doing so. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch, 
of Chicago, was lately asked why the 
educational vote of women in that city 
had fallen off. She answered that the 
large registration and vote of women 
the first year after the right was 
granted had caused both the political 
parties ever since to nominate good 
candidates, and to put women on their 
tickets; hence the women felt that 
the educational interests were safe 
whichever side won. An examination 
of the ofllciaj ballot this year shows 
that the fact of women’s power to 
vote, even without a large registra- 
tion of women, influenced the seven 
parties in Illinois each to nominate 
one or more women for a trustee of 
the State University. The republi- 
cans and democrats each nominated 
one woman, the prohibitionists, social 
democrats and United Christians each 
nominated two. and the United Rc- 
I form party for direct legislation nom- 
inated three. 


Itnnsnvi It un Slate Licensed Vice. 

The National Purity Alliance, the 
National American Woman Suffrage 
Association, and the National Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union, 
have sent protests to the Secretary 
of War against the European system 
of licensing houses of ill fame, which 
has been introduced in the Philip- 
pines by the United 3ta.es military 
authorities. Theodore Roosevelt’s 
attention was called last year to the 
demoralizing results of this system 
abroad. In a letter lately published 
In the New York Philanthropist, he 
writes: 

“At one time I used to acquiesce 
when people said that the evil should 
be licensed for the purpose of con- 
trolling it. Since you called my at- 
tention to the result in Paris and Bel- 
gium, 1 have made some inquiries, 
and cannot sufficiently express my 
horror of the system.” 


► title I ii it net riul School fop Girl*. 

The New York State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs has been trying in 
vain to secure the founding of a state 
Industrial school for girls. The New 
York Evening Post says: 

“The apparent impracticability of 
getting the State Legislature to make 
an appropriation for an experimental 
training school for girls bus caused 
the Feedration committee intrusted 
with this work to turn elsewhere for 
help. Private enterprise promises to 
come to the rescue, hut the scheme is 
not yet perfected.” 

The women of Colorado tried to get 
an appropriation for a state industrial 
school for girls, but tried in vain till 
they obtained the ballot. The very 
next legislature voted tlie appropria- 
tion. Here is un object lesson for thg 
women of New York.

Settling: the Fuel Problem. 

"Synthetlo coal” gives some promise of 
settling the fuel problem for n long time to 
come. Fears for the exhaustion of the coal 
deposits, of their combination for raising 
tlie price or for any condition concerning 
them which depends for Its elficnoy on the 
local character of the doposits and tho con- 
sequent facility in controlling a monopoly 
-may bo dismissed, if large practical tests 
show anything like what tho laboratory re- 
sults and experimental trials have borne 
out. Every peat bog becomes a potential 
o ml mine. 

“Synthetic coal,” ns its name implies, is 
n fuel, made by compounding the essential 
elements of coal. It is the invention of G. 
M. Ihindull, M. I). The fuel is of the bri- 
quette order, otherwise waste mnterial be- 
ing compressed and sold in tlie form of a 
brick, but there is an important difference 
in tlie dotails of manufacture, which util- 
izes a new principle in combustion for com- 
inerclal purposes. Most of tho briquette 
forms of fuel only utilize waste forms of 
other fuels, which are intrinsically of a 
high value as fuel, though unavailable in 
the form of dust, or small particles, wliloh 
is the usual starting point. 

The now fuel has, in addition, tlie priticl 
pies concerned in tlie bur nimr of acetylene 
gus and utilizes the calorific properties of 
lime or calcium during tlie combustion. 
The composition of the fuel, which may or 
may uot be ultimately in the form of 
briquettes, is made up of peat, bituminous 
pitot), petroleum, oalcium and a few other 
ingredients, mixed In proportions which 
are a part of the patent specification and 
found to be best suited for the ends nimed 
at. It is a mixture and not a compound, 
none of the elements in its composition 
changing their nature till the moment of 
combustion. Then, in addition to the 
normal burning of the oarbon ingredients, 
there is a generation of calcium carbide, 
which, ohutiging at once to acetyleue gas, 
is at once oonsunied. The resulting 
acetylene flame, which is thus a constant 
factor, though never a large one, is the 
oombustion of ail the volatile oarborns 
present— the ingredients which would 
otherwise go off in smoke. 

Peat is much the largest component of 
the mixture, the others serving mainly as a 
cement. with incidental aid in oombustion, 
excepting the elements relied on to pro- 
duce the acetylene. Not all the peats 
whatever are available, there being in many 
forms phosphorus, silicon, sulphur and 
alluviul debris, in proportions that put 
them out of the question. The first three 
elements named produce oorroding acids 
during combustion, which would impair 
the plant and the alluvial debris would udd 
so materially to the ash product as to make 
certain peats of little value in actual use. 
A rough survey, however, of the United 
States, shows 16 states possessing peat 
bogs eutirely suitable for the new fuel, and 
there Is little question that suitable peat 
would be found distributed almost univer- 
sally on careful examination— not in every 
swamp, but somewhere in every consider- 
able district. 

The advantages, as enumerated by the 
inventor, are many. Economy is one, there 
being a greater number of heat units per 
ton chan in any of the commercial fuels. 
Indeed, the product haB a peculiar value iu 
permitting of a scale of combustibility 
from that of low bituminous coal to cannel 
ooul, as one would elect for practical rea- 
sons, whether In the utilization of existiug 
plants, the cbaracter of the local peat sup- 
ply, or other faotors that might govern. 
The residual ash is 60 per cent, less than 
that of any bituminous coal. 

There is no dust in handling. There are 
no deleterious gases during oombustion, or 
at least escaping, as, on account of the 
principle of the acetylene combustion, the 
gases usually escaping and becoming a 
danger either as a poison to organic life, or 
as an explosive agent, are oonsuined. The 
greater resulting calorilio intensity ensures 
higher boiler efficiency. The fuel is not 
deteriorated by atmospheric conditions, 
nor does it deteriorate from age. Experi- 
ments show that it may be immersed under 
water for months without Impairing its 
efficiency. The fire permits of “banking,’' 
which is a valuable quality in any fuel. 

Thus far the uses and availability of 
“synthetic fuel” have been carefully tested 
in the laboratory and have had a very 
thorough test practically, though in a 
small way, in a fire engine, a maohine shop, 
a pottery manufactory and iu domestic 
stoves. The company is about to erect a 
plaut on a large suule in eastern Massachu- 
setts, using a hog found to contain suitable 
peat as a main source of supply.

"Jesus said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to desola- 
tion: and every olty or house divided 
against itself shall uot stand.’’ Matt XII- 

25. 

Jesus Christ was helping men and 
women for this he tried to do ever and 
always. On the particular occasion when 
the words of the text were uttered, certain 
persons had brought to him a man who 
was blind and dumb and as many thought 
possessed of an evil spirit from the devil. 
Jesus made the blind man see, the dumb 
oue speak. He oast out the evil spirit also. 
The people were astonished— os well they 
might be— but the Pharisees hoping to 
bring discredit on the work of Jeaus, and 
on Jesus himself, made this oharge against 
him-Hedrivis tut devils through Bielz«b b 
the prinoe of the devils. But Jesus turned 
upon them and showed them the ab- 
surdity of the oharges for, said he, "Every 
kingdom divided againBt Itself is brought 
to desolation ; and every olty or house 
divided against itself shall not stand." 

This principle Is a true one whether we 
apply it iu the maintenance of a kingdom 
of evil or a kingdom of good. Whether we 
apply it in the maintenance of a kingdom 
here on earth or of a kingdom there in 
heaven. 

Dear comrades of the Grand Aimyof the 
Republio it was one of the great princi- 
ples for whioh you fought, In the inspira- 
tion of which you fought. Abraham Lin- 
coln— may we ever remember to thank God 
that He raised him up to he the leader of 
our nation In those dark and trying days— 
Abraham Lincoln In an address in ’58 
made this bold prophecy.— *‘A house dl 
vlded against itself cannot stand. I believe 
this Government cauuot endure perman- 
ently half slave aud half free. 1 do not 
expect the Union to be dissolved— I do not 
expect the house to fall— hut I do expect it 
will cease to he divided." Lincoln’s alti- 
tude toward slavery was the attitude of 
the statesman but also the attitude we be 
lieve, of the man. The statesman viewed 
with couueru the technical points of con- 
stitutional authority and endeavored to 
solve the problems of puhlio policy uud 
the man saw the deep questions of humaii 
right and wroug at tue bottom of the con- 
troversy aud tried to work out the prob- 
lems. which these presented to him. if 
slavery was morally wrong it was endan- 
gering the whole fabric, but who was to 
ueoide against auy possible nay that sla- 
very was morally wrong? Good men aud 
houest differed iu their judgment. Men 
of intellect were no more uuauimous iu 
their judguieut of the question than were 
the meu of heart. Lincoln proceeded 
slowly, but, knowing that a house divided 
against itself cauuot stand, that a kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to desola- 
tion, he proceeded surely, with steadfast 
aud tixed purpose to maiutaiu the Union. 
He was inaugurated for the lirst time 
President on the fourth of March 18til, and 
he had to meet the questions of sesession. 
There was divisiou of sentiment iu tbe 
north— we have uot yet reaohed even here 
iu New England absolute unanimity on 
great national questions— should the North 
acquiesoe or should she not in the secession 
of South Carolina aud sister states? Liu 
coin in his inaugural address left no doubt 
in the minds of any what he proposed, for 
he declared the Union perpetual aud acts 
of secession void, and aououuoed tbe de- 
termination of the Government to defend 
its authority, and to bold forts and places 
yet iu its possession. He left all aggressive 
movement however to the secediug states 
for he said to them, You can have no oou- 
lliut without being yourselves the aggress- 
ors, Gen. Beauregard, demanding the 
surrender of E'ort Sumter— a surrender 
whioh was refused -ordered the firing of 
the first gun against what had been hut a 
short time hetore his ETug. Bravely did 
the little garrison defend that Flag— here 
it is on this pulpit, and yonder, and yonder 
until overwhelmed Major Anderson must 
needs surrender, bat he marched out with 
drums beating, colors dying, and he salut- 
ed his ETug with what was perhaps his last 
grain of powder, llis ETug, yours, and 
mine, aud thank God the Flag of our 
National Unity today ! But that Nationul 
Unity was s>rely threatened wheu the 
lirst gun was fired on Sumter! It trembled 
in the balance for months. It had to he 
preserved at ah hazird Granted the right 
of a at i e to sec ide at will and any uuion of 
states was a union of a rope of naud 
There could ha no nation with a nation’s 
pride, desire, aspiration, progress. All 
this and much more Linoolu saw clearly 
and his purumouut object was to suve the 
Union. 

Events were hurrying him on to the 
Emancipation Proclamation. 

The is.'Ulng of the Proclamation must 
have given a tremendous moral uplift to 
the struggle to preserve the Union, fur the 
personal element was added directly and 
powerfully. You were striving to pre 
serve tlie National Uuityund also to free 
an oppressed people. T he people were of 
auotoer race and color, but they were your 
brothers, they needed your help and you 
wanted to help them God was iu tlie 
wur for it had to do witli u great, progres 
hive movement in the life of humanity. 

You, Comrades of ihe know be- 

cause you were iu the struggle to what 
dimensions it grew until our Union armies 
numbered nearly a million men. So many 
of them have gone on before you. their 
comrades! Some of them you left on the 
battlefield, some you never saw again ufter 
the burs of tlie prison-pen closed upon 
them, or the doors of the hospital opened 
to receive them. Some -since the unity 
of the country was assured — have in peacd 
and fullness of yeurs pusseil on to the 
richer, fuller life. Do you remember the 
poet’s army which cume 
With never u sound of life or drum . 

Tlie martyred heroes of Malvern liill, 

Ol (iettysburg ami t'bancellorsville, 

Tlie men whose wasted figure* till 
The patriot grave* of the nation. 


lessness, slaves to their own pride and 
arrogancy, slaves to their own evil passions 
and lusts! Their Kmunolpntion Proolamn 
tlon has been issued, for they have but to 
accept tho life and act upon tho teaching of 
Jesus Christ to he free. Ye have one 
Father, even God, ami all ye are brethren. 
But also there are men and women who 
set their wills in opposition to tho will of 
Almighty God, their Heavenly Father, and 
who claim that they have a perfect right 
to secede from his kingdom, no rights there 
whioh they are bound to respect. But a 
kingdom divided againat it sol f, not only 
shall not stand, but a kingdom divided 
against itself is brought to desolation. 

Men ure wanted as soldiers today— 
Christian soldiers- to maintain the unity 
of God’s kingdom of righteousness. They 
are wanted to fight for this principle— One 
Is your Father, even God. Men are wanted 
as soldiers today-Chrtstlan soldiers— to 
struggle for the emancipation of all from 
slavery to the flesh and the devil. All ye 
are brethren. We need all of us deeper 
devotion today to the cause of humanity. 

The Spirit glveth unity. This Sunday is 
known In the calendir of the church as 
Whitsunday, and it commemorates the gift 
to the Apostles and to the church of the 
Holy Spirit, the Comforter, whioh Jesus 
Christ told them He would send to them, 
By the Spirit sent to them they were to 
have a right judgmont in all things and 
were to rejoioe In His holy comfort. That 
Spirit was given to the church; that Spirit 
is given to you and to me. God is a spirit, 
aud those who worship Him must worship 
in spirit and in truth; aud so believing in 
spiritual influences and presences we ac- 
cept the gift from Jesus Christ this Whit- 
■unday-the gift of the Holy Spirit. 

Comrades, when you went out In ’61 it 
was the spirit of Almighty G.td whioh led 
you, although perhaps at the time you did 
not say so. You fought for national unity 
and for brotherhood. The spirit of God 
has been leading you ever since -you may 
have hung baok. you may have tried to 
turn aside— hut the spirit has been leading 
you, is leading us all today.
